New Y o r k , April 13th.—The suspension 
of the American Exchange in Europe 
(limited) was reported to-day, and W illiam 
C. Boone, the Treasurer of the company, 
was appointed Receiver. Attorney Crom­ 
well said the liabilities were $4,000,000. 
The company was formed in 18S0 under the 
English limited liability iaw. with an au­ 
thorized capital of $5,000,000, of which 
$750,000 was paid in, and succeeded to the 
business of H. F. Gillig & Co., which bad 
been established in 1573, paying $3,000,000 
in stock for the purchase. 
Henry F. Gillig 
remained as Vice-President and Manager, 
Hun. Joseph P. Hawiey being the Presi­ 
dent.

Application was to-day made to Judge 
Laeomb to appoint a Receiver, which re­ 
quest was granted. A statement has been 
issued by Gillig's counsel which contains 
the following statement: The liabilities 
are about $4,000,000, represented principally 
by commercial creditors. It is confidently 
believed that the assets will pay all the 
money obligations of the company, al­ 
though it may lead to some shrinkage of 
the stock. 
WHAT ULLLIG SAYS. 
Gillig states the immediate cause of the 
failure to be a breach of contract by par­ 
ties to whom he recently delivered a large 
lot of stcck, at a great sacrifice to himself, 
to realize funds for the company to secure 
their co-operation. The general cause is 
the inability to realize in time on the good 
assets of the company to meet the active 
drain upon the treasury caused principally 
by recent newspaper publicity. An Eng­ 
lish -Court this morning appointed a Pro­ 
visional lfiuuidator in London, Arthur 
Cooper, to take possession until the ques­ 
tion of permanent liquidation could he 
considered.

Barker called shortly after eleven 
o’clock and stayed half an hour. The 
patient fell asleep before the doctor left. 
He is still taking nourishm ent without 
difficulty, consisting of milk and a little 
whisky. His temperature has risen slightly 
since the doctor's preceding visit, but other­ 
wise he was unchan ;ed. 


THERE IS STILL HOPE. 
“ 1 have not given up Mr. Conkling’s 
case as hopeless,” said Dr. Fordyce Barker 
to-night. “ He is suffering from meningitis, 
or inflammation of the membrane of the 
brain 
We have yet seen no conclusive 
evidence tliat the inflammation has ex­ 
tended to the brain.

The fight against the 
confirmation was led by Senator Morgan of 
Alabama, and it was most vigorous, al­ 
though the opposition was feeble in point 
of numbers. Senator Voorhces, who stood 
manfully by the Alabama Senator, was 
taken to task by Hoar of Massachusetts, 
who reflected severely on the effort made 
by those who knew they were in a losing 
cause, and that the occasion was of tritliug 
consequence. 
Mr. Voorhees turned to him in his most 
dramatic style, and said : “ Yes, that is a 
fitting rebuke to come from you. We all 
remember how you fought the confirma­ 
tion of that eminent man lying at the point 
of death, when you knew he was the 
choice of a large 'majority of this Senate. 
How you harrowed and undermined and 
peered into and sneaked about, stabbing 
him when you could get the chance.”

Under this title, S. H. Gerrish of this 
city writes to the Rural Ihress, as follows: 
Y our note of April 7th is at hand, with the 
article from the Woodland Mail, headed 
“A Curiosity.” The article is more of a 
“curiosity” than the bananas growing in 
California to any person who has devoted 
any attention to this subject. There were 
banana plants—not trees, it is not a tree— 
growing in this Slate as early as 1S7Ü. I 
had them in Sacramento experimenting 
with them at that time to get a variety 
suited to tbe ciimate, as there are as many 
varieties as of any other fruit, 
i hoped to 
succeed, and have done so having raised 
ripe bananas in Sacramento city without 
any more protection from tbe inclemencies 
of the weaiher than an orchardists would 
bestow on a pear or peac'i tree, for three 
successive years past. 
The banana was 
planted in U)- Angeles and S ititi Barbara 
and they raised fruit there, lor I have seen 
Ibe fruit m yself; bu1. tiie plains look and 
do better hero, ¡- r >.ve oavr !■ »» wind in '.he 
warm seas m aud Warmer night*. 
I nad one variety twenty teet high with 
fruit on last se.-,~ n —three bunches in one 
hill in my front yard. 
My choicest and 
best variely, 1 suppose, had as m any as six 
or eight, the flavor finer than any imported 
bananas. 
It, however, A. D." Porter, of 
W oodland, has raised a bunch of bananas 
this season (which, of course, would have 
to grow during our late phenomenally coid 
winteri. without any protection, he has an 
acquisition—a variety to b.-s-.uabt for. The 
last winter, for the first time in years, 
frosted mine to within five feet of the 
ground, and I do not expe't bananas bet >re 
next September. 
However. I had the 
pleasure of a ripe bunch taken off just be­ 
fore the great freeze 
In raising fruiting trees or plants to 
demonstrate the capabilities of the climate, 
not the shadow of protection should be 
given them , for it is then that the conserva­ 
tory culture conies in play, and plants can 
be raised that way in tbe coldest climates. 
The editor of the Mail could have avoided 
the great mis’ake he has made on this sub­ 
ject if he had been more observing, for a 
lull of banana plants bus been grow!ng 
and ripening its fruits in the grounds of 
the Southern Pacific Company, not two 
m inutes’ walk from the depot, planted and 
raided under my supervision for the late 
General Master Mechanic. A J. Stevens. 
These plants are a curiosity to E.istern peo­ 
ple, and grow as finely as in any tropical 
country. They were, of course, set back 
this late winter, but are sprouting out 
again. 
Many of the Sacramento gardens 
have bananas also. They are greatly ad­ 
mired for their foliage, and have cease;! to 
be a curiosity here in Sacramento. 


S eiicn ltu ral. 
The I-adies’ Silk Culture Society held 
their monthly meeting Thursday, April 
5th, at the rooms of the State Board of 
Horticulture. 
W. G. W. Hatford, mana­ 
ger of the Silk Culture Station at Pied­ 
mont, reported os follows: 
“ I beg to state that the month of Jan­ 
uary was mainly devoted to clearing more 
ground for the plow, which work was con­ 
tinued, with but few interruptions, up to 
February 16th. The exact area 
the 
newiy-cleared land J have not yet deter­ 
mined, but I need not tell you that it en­ 
larges the boundaries oí the cultivated land 
to a very considerable extent. 
Mr. Gray 
commenced plowing and cutivatiug on the 
18th, and finished tbe entire piece on the 
21st of February. With the exception of a 
small patch of ground on the rocky point 
above tbe nursery the entire field is planted 
with trees and cuttings. 
This wonld also 
have teen set with trees had time per­ 
mitted. 
Daring odd intervals a couple of 
small patches have been cleared at the 
house and devoted chiefly to mulberry 
trees.” 
There are now planted on tbe premises 
at Piedmont 11,721 mulberry trees and cnt- 
tlngs, representing the following varieties: 
Nagasaki, 4,321; 
I.hoo, 93, and 715 un­ 
known varieties from Japan. Mrs. H. B. 
Williams presented 2.085 of unknown va­ 
rieties, and there are 1,933 Rosea, 454 Alba 
and 2,120 Multicaulis mulberry trees, from 
whicn the society intend to experiment in 
order to determine the best kinds to plant 
in California. 
The President stated to the meeting that 
about 1,000 young trees had been di-trib- 
nted to applicants, and that there will be 
seed or voung worms at the disposal of the 
society for thoee who may desire to ob'ain 
them. 
The Ladies’ Society is entirely distinct 
from the State Board'of Silk Culture. The 
Piedmont station is supported by a $5,900 
appropriation by the Legislature, aud the 
monthly expenditure is something over 
$400.—Rural Frets.

the company was all right. It was alleged

Application was to-day made to Judge 
Lacomb to appoint a Receiver, which re­ 
quest was granted. A statem ent Jtas been 
issued by Gillig’s counsel which«ontains 
the following statem ent: The liabilities 
are about $4,000,000, represented principally 
by commercial creditors. It is confidently 
believed that the assets will pay all the 
moDey obligations of the company, al 
though it may lead to some shrinkage of 
the stock. 
WHAT OXLLIO 8AYS. 
Gillig states the immediate cause of the 
failure to be a breach of contract by par­ 
ties to whom be reoently delivered a large 
lot of sleek, at a great sacrifice to himself, 
to realize funds for the company to secure 
their co-operation. The general cause is 
the inability to realize -in time ou the good 
assets of the company to meet the active 
drain upon the treasury ciused principally 
by recent newspaper publicity. An Eng­ 
lish Court this morning appointed a Pro­ 
visional Liauidator in Loudon, A rthur 
Cooper, to take possession until the ques­ 
tion of perm anent liquidation could be 
considered. 


A ÚSRIB LOT O f ASSETS. 
The assets qf the Exchange are said to 
include a Colorado ranch, a lot of coffee, a 
supply of bric-a-brac, 
a few

W boi Stevens 
returned he found him self unable to meet

Very soon after that he loaned Stevens

B a n a n a s in C a lifo rn ia . 
Under this title, S. H. Gerrish of this 
city writes to the Hural Fres?, as follows: 
Your note o! April 7th is at hand, with the 
article from tbe Woodland Mail, headed 
“A Curiosity.” The article is more of a 
“curiosity” than the bananas growing in 
California to any person who has devoted 
any attention to this subject. There were 
banana plants—not trees, it is not a tree— 
growing in this State as early as 1870. I 
bad them in Sacramento experimenting 
with them at that time to get a variety 
suited to the climate, as there are as many 
varieties as of any other fruit. I hope 1 to 
succeed, and have done so. having raised 
ripe bananas in bacramentu city without 
any more protection from the inclemencies 
ot the weather than an orchardists would 
bestow on a pear or peach tree, for three 
successive years past. 
The banana was 
planted in Los Angeles and Sint* Barbara 
and they raised fruit there, lor I have seen 
the lruit m yself; but the plants look and 
do better here, for we have 1* s* wind iu the 
warm seas n and warmer logins. 
I had one variety twenty teet high with 
lruit on last s-r.s n—lliree bunches in one 
hill in my front yard. 
My choicest and 
best variety, I suppose, had as runny as six 
or eight, the flavor finer than any imported 
bananas. 
If, however, A. D. Porter, of 
W oodland, has raised a bunch of bananas 
this season (which, of course, would have 
to grow during our late phenomenally cold 
winter), without any protection, he has an 
acquisition—a variety to besought for. The 
last winter, for the first time in years, 
frosted m ine to within five feet of the 
ground, and I do not expect bananas bef ore 
next September. 
However. I had the 
pleasure ot a ripe bunch taken off just be­ 
fore the great freeze 
In raising fruiting trees or plants to 
demonstrate the capabilities of the climate, 
not the shadow of protection should be 
given them , for it i* then that the conserva­ 
tory culture conies in play, and plants can 
be raised that way in the coldest climate*. 
The editor of the Mail could have avoided 
the great mistake he has made on this sub­ 
ject if lie had been more observing, for a 
liill of banana plants has been growing 
and ripening its fruits in the grounds of 
the Southern Pacific Company, not two 
m inutes’ walk from the depot, planted and 
raised under my supervision for the late 
General Master Mechanic, A J. Stevens. 
These plants are a curiosity to Eastern )>eo- 
ple, and grow as finely as in any tropical 
country. They were, ot course, set back 
this late winter, but are sprouting out 
again. 
Many of the Sacramento gardens 
have bananas also. They are greatly ad­ 
mired for their foliage, and have ceased to 
be a cariosity here in Sacramento. 


S e r ic u ltu r a !. 
The Ladies' Silk Culture Society held 
their monthly meetiDg Thursday, April 
5th, at the rooms of the State Board of 
Horticulture. W. G. W . Harford, m ana­ 
ger of the Silk Culture Station at Pied­ 
mont, reported as follow*: 
“ I beg to state that the month of Jan ­ 
uary was mainly devoted to clearing more 
ground for the plow, which work was con­ 
tinued, with but few interruptions, up to 
February 16th. The exact area *f the 
newly-cleared land I have not yet deter­ 
mined, but 1 need not tell you that it en­ 
larges the boundaries of the cultivated land 
to a very considerable extent. 
Mr. Gray 
commenced plowing and cutivatiug on the 
18th, and finished the entire piece on the 
21st of February. W ith the exception of a 
small patch of ground on the rocky point 
above the nursery the entire field is planted 
with trees and cuttings. 
This would also 
have teen set with trees had tim e per­ 
mitted. 
During odd intervals a couple of 
small patches have beeD cleared at the 
house and devoted chiefly to mulberry 
trees.” 
There are now planted on the premises 
at Piedm ont 11,721 mulberry tree* and cut­ 
tings, representing the following varieties: 
Nagasaki, 4,321; 
I.hoo, 93, and 715 un­ 
known varieties from Japan. Mrs. H. B. 
W illiams presented 2.085 of unknown va­ 
rieties, and there are 1,933 Rosea, 454 Alba 
and 2,120 Multicaulis m ulberry trees, from 
which the society intend to experiment in 
order to determine the best kinds to plant 
in California. 
The President stated to the meeting that 
alwjnt 1,000 young trees had been distrib­ 
uted to applicants, and that there will be 
seed or young worms at the disposal of the 
society for those who may rlesire to obtain 
them. 
The Ladies' Society is entirely distinct 
from the State Board of Silk Culture. The 
Piedm ont slat.on is supported by a $5,:X)0 
j appropriation by the Legislature, aud tbe 
! m onthly expenditure is something over 
$400.—Rural Frees.

A p r i l 7th.—W hen th e Senate 
special com m ittee, to w hich was referred the 
(treat Pacific ltailw ay controversy, m et to-day, 
Creed Ilaym ond, solicitor-general o f the Central 
Pacific ltailw ay, concluded his argum ent on be­ 
h a lf o f the corporation. It is a review o f the 
situation, strongly put and w ell worded. 
Mr. 
H aym ond is credited by those w ho have closely 
w atched all th e phases o f th e case, w ith h avin g 
created a m ost favorable impression. 
H is full 
argum ent is as follows. He said : 
If the com m ittee please, th is is th e third day 
that I have appeared beiore you to present the 
case of the Central Pacific road 
1 am not un­ 
m indful o f the fact that you have been consid­ 
erate in granting m e so m uch tim e, and for this 
reason 1 w ill endeavor to conclude to-day, 
though w hen 1 have finished, 1 shall feel that 
n o to n e-h a lf o f what m ight be said in favor of 
th e Central Pacific road and its Directors had 
been said. 
In the case o f the I'nion Pacific and the Cen­ 
tral Pacific compared, 1 have attem pted to point 
out th e difference in the status o f th e tw o trans­ 
continental com panies grow ing out o f th e n a­ 
ture o f tilings. 
I have shown you that the 
trunk lin e o f the Cnion Pacific road runs 
through the Platte river bottoms, the garden 
spot o f the West. That to this lin e the rich and 
fertile valleys lying toth e north and south could 
be m ade triDutaries by branch roods. 
The trunk line o f the Central Paeific m ad 1 
have shown you runs through a country w hich 
cannot support a heavy population. The laud 
is not arable, aud adjacent to it are no rich val- 


TBK AIDED U N E 
Of th e Dniou Pacific road is 
1,038 m iles in 
length, w hile th e aided liu e o f the Cential aud 
Western Pacific Company com bined is but «60 
m iles, m aking a difference o f 370 m iles in 
length. The aided lin e o f the Union Paeific 
m ad lies chiefly in the State o f Nebraska and 
the Territory o f Wyoming, 
in 1880 th e popula­ 
tion o f Nebraska was 122,993, w hile in 18»-. its 
population was 740.645, an increase o f 321 per 
cent. The population o f the Territory o f Wyo­ 
m ing in 1880 was 20,789, in 1885 it was 05,000 an 
increase o í 11,711 or 212 per cent.

and the agricultural possibilities of w hich are 
lim ited and rem ote. 
More than hall' th e line 
451 m iles, lies in the State o f Nevada. 
The pop­ 
ulation of that State in 1880 w as 62,200. 
In 18s 5 
the population w as estim ated by the Secretary 
o f State o f N evada at 58,000. 
There is no other State or Territory in w hich 
the population iias not largely increased during 
the last live years. 
In Nevada alone, in w hich 
our greatest m ileage lies, the population 1ms de­ 
creased. The Union Pacific road had a lin e of 
level country m uch greater in proportion than 
that 01 the Central Paeefic, and therefore the 
liouds issued to it did not am ount to as m uch 
per m ile as the bonds issued to th e Central Pa­ 
cific, m aking the indebtedness o f the latter to 
the Government by reason o f the fact that a 
great proportion o f its line was m ountainous 
much greater per m ile than that o f th e Union 
Pacific. The labor aud supplies for the Union 
Pacific road were paid for in currency, so that 
no di-count was lost in realizing on the b o n d s; 
hence w hile the Union Pacific received nearly 
1600,000 less o f bonds than th e Central Pacific, 
yet it realized from th e loan it received nearly 
S,,000,OWJ more in m oney. 


T H E N E T E A R N IN G S 
Of the Central Pacific aided lin e were largely 
reduced bv com peting through lin es. 
Tne 
Union Pacific suffered in a lik e m anner, hut its 
local business, ow ing to th e rapid settlem ent of 
the country through w hich it passed, held up its 
earnings 
In 1884 the Central Pacific aided line 
earned $1.000 per m ile, in 1885 $1,003 per m ile, 
while in 38,84 the aided lin e o f th e Union Pacific 
earned *4,871 p erm iie, and in 1885 54,288 per 
mile. Tile net earnings o f th e Union Pacific 
aided line for those tw o years were nearly five 
tim es as great as those o f th e aided line o f the 
Central Pacific. 
The Union Pacific road has received live tim es 
as much as the Central Pacific r e d from the 
land grunted. 
The sales o f the Union Pacific 
road up to last August am ounted to 812.273,486, 
w hile the soles of theC entral Pacific land grants 
amounted to but little over 
doo.ouo. I have 
already adverted to tire fact that the Union Pa­ 
cific road w as built in the presence o f nil armed 
force m aintained by th e G overnm ent o f the 
United States. That by reason o f treaties m ade 
with tiie Indian tribes tire expense or m ain­ 
taining su h a force did not fall upon the Gov­ 
ernm ent in the construction of the Central Pa­ 
cific line. 
Charles King, o f the United States Armv, in 
an article publi-hcd ill Harper's Mnnt/Jy Maga­ 
zine for April. 1888, upon this P.pic says : 
There 
is no place here tor a dissertation on th e subject, 
but the fact rem ains that w est o f the Missouri 
no rod of road was surveyed, no rood o f land 
was titled until swept by the rifles o f the regu­ 
lars, aud as for the great railw ays that now span 
the continent and h are brought the very w ilder­ 
ness under tribute, the jmsts o f their longest 
lines are unt enough in num ber to score the 
lives o f our officers and men laid dow n in the 
Indian battles during the years it took to build 
them.'' 
in dealing w ith the Central Paeific road, when 
you come to an adjustm ent o f accounts, this, I 
suggest, is a m atter w hich should enter into 
consideration. The Government sustained great 
expense iu protecting the construction forces of 
the I nion Pacific, but not a dollar to that end 
wa> expended by th e Governm ent on the Cen­ 
tral line. 


T H E U N IO N P A C IF IC H A S K EEN F A V O R ED 
In the m atter ot Government transportation- 
T he Union Pacific lias bceu assisted in that re' 
spect in an am ount, as already show n, nearly 
five lim es as great as the assistance from the 
sam e source to the Central Pacific. Large fields 
o f coal have been found upon the lin e o f the 
Union Pacific, but none upon th e lin e of tlie 
Central. 
The cast o f fuel tc th e Union Pacific 
lues been largely reduced, besides the coal traffic 
w hich result 1ns been a great source o f revenue 
and alw ays w ill be to that com pany. 
So important was the happy discovery of eoal 
upon that lin e tlrnl President Adams tells you 
that it is doubtful if the lin e could have been 
profitably worked but for that discovery. 
i T hese are som e o f the m any iacts w hich con­ 
stitute a difference between the eases o f th e tw o 
roads. 
I do not advert to them to disparage th e 
Union Pacific. 
As a citizen ot this country, I 
rejoice in th e prosiK-rity of that com pany, aud 
P r a y it m ay never be less. 
I would not pluck a 
leaf irom th e chaplet w hich its bold projectors 
are entitled to wear, or detract from tne honor 
o f the brave m en w ho m et the dangers o f th e 
w ilderness, aud all in an enterprise w hich 
has brought to m y country such m unificent re­ 
turns. 
In m y first day's argum ent before this com ­ 
m ittee, and w ith the purpose o f setting at rest 
forever the eliarge that the D irectors o f the com ­ 
pany had expended the full am ount they had 
received o f the first mortgage bonds, and’ from 
th e sale o f the bonds o f the United States, in the 
■construction o fth e Western and Central Pacific 
Kailroads, I show ed that the Commission esti­ 
m ates th e cost ot construction at *11,000.000. 
That to be added to this sum was 853,000 for 
th e rebuilding o f th e Am erican river bridge, 
and $1,200,000 lor the cost o f the snow.-heds, be­ 
in g in excess o f the am ount included in the es­ 
tim ate. m aking in the aggregate an actual cost, 
according to th e estim ate o f the Commission, 
w ithout allow ing a cent for profits to th e con ­ 
tractors, of 842,2r>3,000. 
I show ed you then from tb erep ortof the Com­ 
m ission that tne com pany received from itsow n 
Jirst mortgage bonds and front the G overnm ent 
bonds the sum o f 841,480,1X0. 
Stauding upon 
th ese figures, the Directors ere entirely excu l­ 
pated from the charge so often m ade that they 
had appropriated any o f these sum s to thelrow ii 
use. 
I propose now to show that tile

4)f the W estern and Central Pacific Kailroads 
far exceeded th e sum at w hich th e Commission 
placed it. 
The engineer o f the Commission-eouid travel 
ov er that lin e o f road, could m easure exactly 
th e arnoun s o f the excavations and tills, the 
am ount o f bridging and stonework upon the 
Hue. the num ber of tiesan d pounds o f rails, aud 
fix their-cost. 
1 h is estim ate, m ade as it w as b7 
a sk illed engineer and constructor, w ould have 
been a reliable one if the road in question had 
been built as roads ordinarily are built. The 
estim ate would have been a fair one if the con- 
tractnrhad been aKowed to take his tim e and 
select the I etc seasons tor the work aud push it 
furwur.1 continuously from one cud to theotber. 
But such was n o t aud could not be th e case in 
th e eonstructiou oi the Central Pacific road. 
I 
have show n you that lon g liefore any Act o f 
Congress was passed the projectors o f the Cen­ 
tral Paeific road had determ ined that it was 
practicable and bad couci-jded to build it : had 
m ade the prellm iuarv surveys, com pleted the 
organization o f a California corporation, and 
had put in large sum s o f s o n e y and received 
aid from various sources. The end w hich Uiey 
hoped to attain in th e distant future « a s á 
transcontinental lin e, but their im m ediate ob­ 
je c t was to pu-h th e road across th e «ierras 
a n d draw to it the trade o f the great inter or. 
tor w h ich they couni have no com petitors. 
T hey were cither Is-uud to accent any Act ot 
Congress subsequently 
passed looking to a 
transcontinental lin e or abandon their project 
entire. 
W hen th e A ct o f 1802 w as passed they 
d id not accept it. 


clm ed th e proposal w h ich th e G overnm ent held 
out by th e Act o f 1862. 
W hen the Act o f ISMt 
w as passed, granting larger aid in lands aud a l­ 
low ing first mori gages to be m ade upon th e 
road, th e Union Pacific accepted that Act, and a 
year later com m enced the construction o f their 
road. 
Finding no obstacles w hatever in the 
w ay, they contem p lat-d pushing It to th e east­ 
ern case o f the Sierras, b elieving that th ey could 
reoch I hot point before the Central l’a c iiii had 
crossed «he m ountains. Had th ey accom plished 
this purpose th e Central Pacific’s line already 
constructed would have been worthless, because 
o f the cost of operation aud th e com paratively 
sm all m ileage. 
Here Congress m ade it neces­ 
sary for the Central Pacific road, in self-defense 
and to save w hat thev had already invested, to 
push forward and acquire as m uch m ileage as 
possible, in order that they m ight share in the 
profits o f a transcontinental road. This is a 
fact to w hich 1 shall aiiude again when 1 come 
hi consider the equities. 
It is a fact not geuer- 
erally known nor m uch understood. 
Before the Union Pacific com m enced work a 
railroad had been com pleted across Iowa, con­ 
necting the Mia ouri river at St. Joseph w ith the 
trunk lines running from the A tlantic seatxiurd. 
The Union Pacific therefore received all ot it-i 
supplies directly from th e East by rail to ' 1. 
J seph and then on the Missouri river by boat to 
Orn.ha. 
it com m enced work on a level plain, 
w ith little more to do than to lay the super­ 
structure o f o road w hich nature had graded. 
On the contrary, all the supplies for the ('entral 
Pacific had to be transported 37.003 rades bv 
water, around Cape Horn to -a n Froii'dsco, or 
at heavy charges aero-s the istlim us o f Panama. 
From «an Francisco they were transjiorted no 
the river to Sacramento, and from llo r e by rail, 
by team s and upon pack trains to the place o f 
use. The Union Pacificcould purchase supplies 
and m aterial as it desired to use them , w hile 


T H E C E N T R A L PA C IEIC 
Had to purchase supplies from six to tw elve 
m oulhs iu advance, aud had to pay heavy 
freights for transportation, heavy insurance, in ­ 
cluding war risks, at tim es arnoui ting to 17 per 
cen t, o l the values. 
It com m enced work at the 
junction o f the A m erican river w ith the «acra- 
m entó, end was built easterly along the south­ 
ern bank o f th e Am erican river f ir three in les. 
T he Am erican river is a short river, having its 
source near th e sum m it o f the Sierras, and in 
character is a torrential stream. 
In 1850 it had 
at Sacram ento w ell defined hanks thirty feet 
in bight and seldom overflowed; but at th etim e 
the railroad was com m enced the lied o f this 
river hail, by tailings and other debris from the 
m ines, been tilled far above its original buuks. 
It had more than once overflowed the city of 
sacram ent i and several tim es had threatened 
its destruction. 
The road w as built ajKiii an em bankm ent con­ 
structed alm ost w holly by the e impany. This 
em bankm ent was protected atraiust the water 
o f the river by riprapping o f the most expen­ 
sive and costly character; so that w hile the road 
irom th e point o f its com m encem ent runs i:;mn 
com paratively level ground, its construction 
was a m atter o f great expense. 
N ext cam e the 
bridge across tlie r.ver, w hich, from the char­ 
acter o f the stream, the depth o f san i aud .shill­ 
ing currents, w as a work o f difficulty and ex 
pense. 
The n ext four m iles o f tlie road were com ­ 
paratively level aud w ithout seriotis difficulty, 
but at Arcade, seven m iles from Sacram entó, 
the geographical foot of the m ountains, the 
work of i tits and fills com m enced, and the dilfi 
eulty and cost of constructiou rapidly increased 
as the ascent o f the «ierras w as m ade 
Long 
and hign trestle-works ha 1 to be constructed at 
N ewcastle, thirty-one m iles from Sacramento. 
From there to Emigrant Gap the work was about 
as heavy as the average o f the work on the 
P ennsylvania road across the A ileglianv m oun­ 
tains. 
From Emigrant Gap to Truckee tlie diffi­ 
culties encountered cau never be appreciated 
by one not conversant w ith that range o f m oun­ 
tains, or by one who has not lived am ong them 
during the m ouths o f alm ost constant storm. 
The snow usually begins to fall on the -ierras 
in the m onth o f Novem ber or December, and 
som etim es continues w ith but slight interm is­ 
sion until April or May. 


ON T H E W ESTER N SLOCK 
The annual snow fall w ill vary from thirty to 
sixty feet in depth, and suo’u lias rem ained 
upon the sum m it to the depth of four feet as 
late as July. 
Kain at intervalls falls upon these 
vast bodies of snow, and when they are re­ 
duced by the influence o f the rays o f th e sun 
and the saturation o f the rain to the depth of 
ten or fifteen feet tlie m ass ceases to be snow 
and becom es as a body o f ice, w hich cannot be 
rem oved except w ith pick and powder. The 
three winters, in w hich our people w ith from 
10,000 to 12,000 m en were working on these 
m ountains, were am ong the severest know n in 
th e history o f the State. 
As tlie snow begun to 
(all it required as m any men to clear the ground 
a s it did to d o the work o f excavation, 
a s the 
storms progressed it becam e im possible to d ea r 
otr the snow, and the work was done under it 
Long tunnels were run through the snow to 
get to the rock to he excavated, aud onee at tlie 
rock tunnels had to be bored. 
Shafts were sunk 
in the snowdrifts, excavations were m ade under 
them , and in these openings th e masonry nee- 
essary to be used in construction was laid. Tlie 
stones being lowered through tlie snow slialts 
there was constant danger Irom the m ountain 
avalanches. 
Men were frequently sw ept aw ay and th ei- 
rem ains not found until the snow m elted in the 
summer. For m iles and m iles great masses ol 
snow, drifted and com pact, rested upon the 
cliffs near the sum m its o f the m ount sin s and 
endangered all below them , aud th ese masses 
hail, for protection, to be rem oved before tlie 
work eouid be carried on w ith even com para­ 
tive safety. 
W hile these storm s were raging in the m ount­ 
ains, rain deluged th e foothills and the valleys 
w ere rendered im passable even for team s, aiid 
m any o f th e supplies to points w hich could not 
be rcuohed by rail were borne upon tlie backs of 
m ules tor days at a tim e. So terrific w ould be 
these storms that at tim es not an hour's work 
could be done, yet the m en w ho were ri-king 
their lives coul l only be retained by lull pay- 
m eut, w nethcr working or idle. 
T he Commission, in its report, does not under­ 
estim ate the difficulties in th is respect, but it 
says tliat tlie dangers were not shared by the 
projectors, but were only encountered by the 
hired m en. T his is a grave m istake. 
There 
was no tim e but w hat one or inure o f the pro­ 
jectors o f this road encouraged bv their pres 
ence th e prosecution o f th i s undertakiug. 


C H A R I.ES C R O C K ER W v s N E A R L Y A LW A Y S p r e s e n t 
Snaring the danger. 
No m ore could this force 
have been m aintained and organized and kept 
in action understv. b circum stances w ithout ih e 
presence o f a leadertlian an army could be fought 
w ithout a com m ander. 
W hile th is work w as 
going on in tlie m ountains a force passed forty 
m iles ahead to the canyons o f th e Truckee, and 
tw enty m iles o f rails, w ith their fastenings, anil 
and lo om otives and cars sufficient for ea rn ing 
on the work in th at canyon were hauled there 
through the snow , over the sum m it to th at 
place. The cost and expense ot such transpor­ 
tation could only be appreciated by ib o sew h o 
have lived in the Sierras during th e w inter 
m onths, and could only be justified by the 
necessity o f the great interest w hich the nation 
hud th eiein . 
It was h1?o dei*uie<i im portant to 
do th e work in th e low er m ountains crossed b>- 
the railroad in Utah, so that w hen th e track 
read ied those jioiuts there shou d tie no (lclae 
Men and m aterial were transjiorted by wa 
over deserts, som etim es forty milc-s wit

Providons to sustain 
them and forage for the team s were expensive 
beyond anything ever known in the Atlantic 
States. 
Barley and oats ranged from {200 t»S300 
fa r ton, hay w .s SI JJ per tou, anil all o'her sup­ 
plies in Utah in the sam e ratio. The work in 
the sierras was done before the days o f high 
explosives or th e Burleigh drill. 
Five hundred 
kegs o f powder w as the daily average, and its 
t rice was beyond anything ever known in the 
country tie tore. 
'Ihere were no m eans in California for m anu­ 
facturing railroad m aterial. Only a few vears 
liad elapsed • inee there had been any consider­ 
able em igration to that State. Labor was sc.iree 
aud only obtainable at great cos!. 
Miners ac­ 
custom ed to work in th e placer m ines or not, as 
it suited them , would not undergo the disci­ 
pline ol railroad work. 
They were indifferent 
and independent, and their labor bigli-pr ced 
At the first m ining excitem ent m any o f them 
would abandon the work. 
As an illustration 
LIO» m en were transported at one tim e to work 
on the eastern section o f the road, and out oi 
the 1,100 only too rem ained, the balance going 
to the m in ts, new ly opened at Austin. Nev. 
The trim rail- lai i on the track, 1,000 tons per 
m ile (including sw itches, side tracks and m a­ 
terial I, cost over 8110 a ton; for tw o locom otive 
engines there was paid in cost and f reight S7n ■' 00 
Tlie first ten engines purchased in a lo t by the 
Central Pacific road cost5191.0U0, and the second 
ten upward of 8215,000. The freight by Cape 
Horn to San Francisco was over $2.000 on the 
first locom otive. Cars were m anufactured in 
the East, taken to nieces, brought are und Cape 
Horn, or across the Isthm us. lauded at Sim Fran­ 
cisco, and csrried by boat to Sacramento, aud 
there put together. 


TH O I'SA N D S O F TONS O F R AILS 
Were transported by steam ship from New York 
to Aspiuw all. aud tlieu taken across the Isthmus 
to Panam a, and then shipped again to San 
Francisco at a great expense. 
An average of 
11.000 men were engaged for three years in this 
m ighty work upon tlie m ountains, a force tar 
greater than General Taylor led across tiie Klo 
Grande to Monterey and Buena Vista ; a force 
nearly equal in num ber to that with w hich Gen­ 
eral Scott swept from Vera Cruz to the City of 
M exico. 
More work was done and m ore m onev 
actually expended iu the construction o f the 
150 m iles o f th e Central Pacific across the -terra 
Nevada m ontxins than w ould have been neces­ 
sary to build tiie road from th e eastern base ol 
these m ountains to the city o f i hicago. The 
testim ony upon this point is d e a r and in iispu- 
lable. 
From the eastern base o f th e Sierra 
Nevada m ountains, w ith 5,000 m en. 500 m iles of 
road was built in ten days less than ten m onth-, 
and the work from the eastern base to Ogden is 
certainly on on average more difficult than that 
from Ogden to Omaha. 
W hen the m ountains were passed the desert 
was encountered, and there was neither fuel 
nor tim ber. Water w as scarce, and, except ujion 
the Truckee and H um boldt riv en , had to bo 
hauled by team s for steam and for the use of 
the grading forces. Thousands o f dollars, w ith ­ 
out result, were expended in well-boring. 
Tun­ 
nels were run into th e m ountains east o f W ads­ 
worth, sm all springs developed, and the water 
thus fouud was carefully husbanded and con­ 
veyed in som e cases more than eight m iles in 
pipes to the line o f th e road 
There was D o t a tree that would m ake a board 
in 510 m iles o f the route, and no satisfactory 
quality of building stone. 
With th e exception 
o f a tew acres o f stunted pine and juniper trees, 
all the fuel was hauled over the Sierras, a m axi­ 
m um haul for ties (if 609 m iles, and for vails ana 
other m aterial and supplies t h e haul was the 
entire length o f theC entral Pacific road. 
It is show n by th e testim ony that if this road 
h it! been constnieu-1 daring th e five years pre­ 
ceding its construction and in the m anner roads 
arc ordinarily co n tra cted , it would not have 
cost more thau 60 per cent, o f w hat it then cost. 
The principal elem ents o f m aterial, transporta­ 
tion and labor were lower. 
Kitils averaged 50 
per cent, leas, transportation 60 per cent, less, 
and every elem ent catering in to the const ruc­ 
tion of a railroad, except labor, were very m uch 
cheaper. 
i f the road had been constructed five yesrs 
subsequent to th e tim e it » as it would have cost 
about 75 per cent, o f Its present cost. 
Had tlie 
w hole tim e allow d for the construction origi­ 
nally been used, it is not an easy problem to d e­ 
term ine how m uch less it would have cost. A d­ 
vantages o f th e m arkets could have been taken; 
contractors w ould have been w illin g to under­ 
take tiie work w i h a reasonable lim e tor com ­ 
pletion, so that they wotltd t.ot lie required to 
perform any work during the winter m onth- 
where th e m ercuty freezes and in deep snow. 
It is said that th e Directors ought to nave con ­ 
tracted w ith oth -r parties than them elves to 
construct this rood. There was no one to con­ 
tract w ith them . The enterprise wn* looked 
I upon as w ild and visionary. 


Mr. Davies, an experienced railroad builder, 
w ho nev r at any tim e w as connected w ith the 
Leutral Pacific, and w ho at the tim e o f iu con­ 
struction was freighting aero-s th e m ountains, 
in lils testim ony before the Commission d e­ 
scribes 


SOM E O F T H E D IF F IC O IT IK S I S T H E WAY 
A nd w inds u p by saying that “ we thought the 
m en w ho were constructing the Pucific railroad 
tvere a little off." 
Yes, that is w hat w e all 
thought. 
From his testim ony the statem ents 
m ade as to th e average o f tlie snow fall, the 
character o f the work, the price o f supplies 
am i the nature o f th e country can be verified. 
He also says, ju dging from ins ow n experience, 
that railroads can be built now for one-half 
w hat it cost to construct them at the tim e the 
Central Pacific was built. 
He states that he bnllt tlie South Pacific Coast 
Iiailroad in IxsC, and thut, although a liarrou- 
gauge road, cost $6u,000 per m ile, after all the 
new appliances and pie-t experience were taken 
advantage of. 
I say new appliances; 1 mean 
th e use of high explosives and o f the Burleigh 
drills, the tvtter settlem ent o f the country, the 
better supply Of skilled labor and all other 
labor, and of tlie lower prices o f rails, tics and 
all other m aterials. 
It rs proper to State that 
tiie South Pacific Coast Itailroud. tor a part of 
its distance, crosses tlie Santa Cruz m ountains, 
ljut no cell sideral fit- am ount o f snow ever falls 
upon th e lin e. 
It is possible but to faintly por­ 
tray the conditions under w hich th eC entral 
Pacific Railroad w as built. 
But I have stated 
facts enough, w hich are m ore-than confirmed 
by the evidence before th is com m ittee, to put at 
rest forever the charge against tha Directors o f 
the Central Pacific. 
The b ail road Commission, tlie report ol w hich 
is before you for consideration, estim ates the 
cost of tlie road from Sacram ento to Ogden, 
737J.j m ile-, at 536,060,000. T his is less than $40, 
000 per m ile. 
There was paid in cash for this work by the 
Central Pacific Conn any (Commissioners' re­ 
port, page 81)833,0x5,196; in bonds of the cora- 
pauy and o f th e United State, *31,000,000.

The 
equipm ent at that tim e, together w ith the water 
supply, station houses and work shops, could 
not have cost le^s than $15,000 p« r m ile, w h ile 
the snow sheds cost over ¿2,000,000. an average 
o f $29.000 per m ile for the w hole distance, thus 
accounting for s.-l/jo » a m ile o f the estim ated 
cost, leaving a little over $17.000 a m ile to pay 
for the praditiff, bridges, tunnels, ti*--, bolts 
plates aod all th e other things th at enter into 
th e superstructure of 
the road. 
This work 
could not be d..ne to-day. w ith all the m odern 
appliances, for anythin!' lik e SlT.Oor» per m ile, 
w h ile Mr. D avies, an experienced railroad- 
buiidtT. tells you that sin ce lr>7o he built a nar­ 
row-gauge road in California w ith a m ountain 
d ivision on it, mid the actual cost in cash of 
the road mid equipm ents w as over *50.000 per 
m ile. On th e other hand, the testim ony o f tlie 
engineers, officers and cmrfioyes o f tiie road 
show s that w hen it w as finallyoomplcte-1 it had 
actually cost from «2,000,0 0 to $3,000.000 more 
than the aggregate receip tso fa lI th e bonds issued 
by the com pany and ot all th e bonds loaned to it 
by the United states and all the m oney paid in 
by the subscribers to the stock and all tlie State 
and county aids, and th at this is true is sup­ 
ported by the estim ate m ade by Lieutenant 
Stevens and heretofore referred to bv m e, iu 
w hich lie estim ated tlie cost of the construction 
of the road in 1856 from th e Missouri river to 
Benicia, fu l., at s 115,000,000. 
To farther illus­ 
trate the difficulty o f constructing a road over 
the Sierra N evada m ountains and of th e cost 
thereof, I m ay w ith profit call vour attention to 
tlie fact that the 


SNOWSHEISS COST OVER *2,000,000. 
T hese sheds alone m ade it possible to ojierate 
th e road during th e w inter m onths. The word 
‘•suow-sheds" does not convey to the Eastern 
m ind a knowledge o f w hat these structures are. 
In gene al they are a tua.-s o f the li nvie-t tini- 
bers, braced and cross-braeed in every direc­ 
t ou. Some portions o f them had to bo built 
a n d a ré m aintained strong enough to support 
snowdrifts from 60 to 100 teet in depth, w hile 
other portions are built on tlie exact slope of 
th e m ountain-side, so that the avalanche, with 
the trees aud stones w hich accom pany it in its 
descent, m ay sw eep over tlie structure w ithout 
endangering the (rains w h ich are m oving under 
its protection. 
Solid as these structures are. 
so terrible are the m ountain storms that drift­ 
ing snows w ill penetrate and till them . Sixteen 
first-class locom otives are frequently necessary 
to use behind a single snow plow in the work o’t 
clearing them . The cost o f a single m ile o f 
ihjs character o f so-called sheds In s exceeded 
3170.000. 
Very ft-w w ho have trav-eled over the 
road can appreciate ivh.it these ? rtieturcs are. 
These arc described in his report dated July 1, 
lSu'J. page. 317, volum e 6 o f the testim ony, and 
o f them Arthur Brown, w ho construct» d them , 
siy s (volum e 5, p 12c 27«.;:

built along the side o f the m ountains, w here 
tlie slope o f th e roof confoim s w ith th .ito i th e 
m ountain, so the snow can pus- over easy.

It would lie o f advantage to and would in ­ 
crease the value of the aided lin e ol tlie Central 
l ’acilic if a tunnel were constructed under tlie 
Sierra Nevada m ountains and the road thrown 
below the snow belt. Sueli a tunnel is practica­ 
ble. 
It would begin at Soda Springs 011 the 
American river, run under the sum m it at a 
depth of l.OOoit-et am i cuil at Douner lake, on 
the eastern side oi the m ountain. The grade 
would lit* reduced 14 per cent, and soowsheds 
aud their attendant expenses would lie avoided, 
and the cost o f operation would be in every re­ 
spect mo t m aterially reduced.

iu perfecting any plan of

In its favor grow ing out of the construction o f 
the road, th e benefits received bv the Govern­ 
m ent therelrom and out o f the- injuries w h ich ft 
has sustained by reason of affirmative govern­ 
m ental action, as w ell 11s bv reason o f the fail­ 
ure of the United States to perform the con­ 
ditions on its part to la- performed under 
the contract created by the Acts o fJ u ly ,l» 6 2 , 
and July, 1864. and the assent of the com pany 
thereto. 
Much a« m ay have been said in the 
pa-t tw enty years about tlie power of railroad 
corporations in influencing th e legislation ot 
the country, it is nevertheless true, in point of 
fact, that during the tw enty years the interests 
ot railroad com panies have received less favora 
hie consideration at the hands o l the le g isla ­ 
tures, State and national, than any other great 
interest o f the country, 
indeed, it would be 
difficult to recall, during the w hole o f that tim e, 
any legislation upon the subject w hich was not 
directed, either w isely or not, against the sup­ 
posed interests o f railroad corporations. 
Popular excitem ents upon the subject have 
sw ept over the country, and m en holding public 
positions have in m any cases bout to the storm, 
aud legislation, sta le aud national, both pro­ 
posed aud actually carried into effect. 1ms bceu 
the result ot hostility to railroad com panies. 
We are now told that the equities w hich we 
assert are not such as the Courts o f the country 
would enforce if they existed b it wren private 
individuals. This is in part true am i in part 
uutrue. •Some 01 th ese equities nut upon moral 
grounds alone, w hile others rest upon grounds 
cognizable iu the Courts ot the country, aud 
w hich would be enforced by tne Courts it they 
existed betw een individuals. 
The Pacific Railroad Commission gave but lit­ 
tle attention to these equitable consideration*: 
and never sought affirm atively tor the facts 
w hich would establish them . 
It w as only when 
the evidence su p p m in g them w as brought to 
their (the Commissioners) attention that ih e\ 
seem ed to have entered into their consideration". 
Indeed, the Commissioners sa y a s to tom e ot 
them that they have no legal foundation, and 
do not constitute legal claim s enforcible as such 
in Courts ol 1 tw ; aud this is true. But the Com­ 
missioners seem to have lost sight of the tact 
that congress passed, and on March 3, Pv7, the 
President approved ail Act w hich recognized 
that us betw een the Government aud the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad equities did exiri which 
m ust iu justice be considered before auv ad­ 
justm ent of difference should finally lie made.

i For these sixteen years, from 1870 to 1885, inclu- 
i sive, tn transportation by reason o f the eom ple- 
j tiou o f th e Central and Union Pacific, even if 
i we consider that th e bu sloe-s w ould have been 
I no greater ¡¡1 tlie sixteen years in question than 
1 in the preceding years, am ounts to th ecn o n n - 
; oils sum o f S655,430P(XK>. T hat|these figures are 
j correct appears uot ouiv from the testim ony in 
1 the record, but from the history o f the Pacific ! 
! Ra-lroad, com piled by Colonel O. M. Poe, o f th e 
i United States Engineers, and printed in tiie lust 
report m ade by General Shennau as General o f j 
the Army. Colonel Poe’s estim ate, aft- ra thor­ 
ough review o f the subject, is that the relative 
cost o f railw ay and per tou transportation o f 
grain alone used by the arm y on the plains in 
1SC5 was over $3J>'0,0C0. The saving in passen­ 
ger transportation by the construction of the 
railroad was in a greater ratio than in the ease 
o f freight, but applying to such transportation 
the sam e proportion o f cost ils is applied to the 
m ovem ent o f freight, it w ill be found that it 
cost the Governm ent o f tiie United States for 
transportation ol troops and passengers from 
1870 to 1885. inclu sive 011 the Central and Union 
Pacific Railroads, $4,616/300. 
In th e absence of 
railroads tlie sam e service would have cost over 
?i9,000 OCX), m aking a saving iu th is item to the 
Government o f the United States of *44,600,0'iO. 
Aggregating tlie tw o item s o f savings to tlie 
G overnm ent by tlie com pletion o f these roads, 
the am ount iu sixteen years was in round num ­ 
ber» $100,000,000. 
A still greater saving cannot be estim ated in 
m oney. 
IN D IA N W ARS 
H ave been practically ended by the construc­ 
tion of these roads. The am ounts formerly paid 
for the support o f troops engaged ill the Indian 
wars varied from tim e totim e. but the enorm ous 
expenditure ¡11 that behalf is apparent from the 
report of the Paeific Railroad Com m ittee to tlie 
Senate, subm it ed February 12, 1860. iu w hich it 
was stated that Indian wars for the thirty-seven 
years then next pari had cost tlie nation 20,060 
lives and $750.000,0 0 or about $20,030,6u0 a year. 
111 tlie years 1861 and 1865 theQ uiirierm astcr's De­ 
partm ent spent $28.571.000 in m ilitary services 
against the Indians. The rejiortof tlie Secre­ 
tary o f War for 1885 SO (volum e 1, nage U31 states 
the expense 
for the year ending June 30, 
1885. o f transportation ot m ilitary stores alone 
westward across the plains at $0,088,000. 
Using 
the last account as representing the annual cost 
o f freight transportation, w hich tiie G overn­ 
m ent would have been obliged to pay from I860 
to 1885 had not the railroads been built, and the 
result is as follow s:

construction o f the Pacific roads w ould have 
lieen $160,311,054 47, m aking a saving to the 
United States in sixteen years of the enormous 
sum of 5139,347,741 75. 
Had the Pacific Rail­ 
road 1 om inission answ ered the question subm it­ 
ted to them by the Act o f Congress, th at answ er 
m ust have been that the savings am ounted to 
about $¡40,000,000. 
I b <ve cited th e Acts o f Congress, 186>-1W>4, 
aud th e debates when these Acts w ere under 
consideration, to prove, aud they do prove, that 
the U niled States never expected its loan, ( c i:. 
cipal or interest, to lie repaid by tlie e m panics. 
These Acts and the debutes prove that a' the 
tim e the roads were constructed tlie Govern­ 
m ent was, in round numbers, expendin g ann u­ 
ally fur transportation 011 the plains abou 
SS.UOO,

airead t dd you that the United States has 11c 
elected for tw enty years to survey or patent the 
lands w hich it granted.

T H E GOV ERN M ENT HAS NOT CO M PLIED 
With ei her o f th ese cond lions. 
It has d i­ 
vert'.’» tlie transportation o f troops, m unitions 
o f war and supplies to other lines, and even to 
a w ater route, w here there was indirect rivalry 
w ith tlie aided road, and the testim ony before 
you snow s that the Governm ent has m ade such 
diversions when the aided lines w ould have 
transpcrtel th e supplies and m aterials at a less 
sum than was paid to rival lines. The Govern­ 
m ent lias not given reasonable com pensation ior 
the performance o f serv i.e, for a reasonable 
com pensation should bear som e just relation to 
w hat it would have cost the Government to 
transport troops and supplies. 
The Canadian Pacific, a rival road through a 
foreign territory, it has subsidized to an am ount 
greater than tlm t o f any Am erieau roud. 
It lias 
also provided. ¡11 old er to enable that road to 
com pete directly w ith the Union Pacific and the 
Central Pacific roads, th at it mav take goods in 
bond from one port o f 
th e "United 
.--tutes 
through tlie British Possessions over its line, 
m id d ,liver them in another p irt iu the United 
states. These, are som e few of tlie violations ol 
the letter and spirit by th e Governm ent oi tlie 
contrails entered into betw een 
the United 
Statts and the Central Pacific road under the 
A cts o f 1862 anil 1864, and they could be in­ 
creased alm ost w ithout number. Gn the other 
hand, the com pany points to tlie fuel th at it has 
kept and performed every obligation that it en­ 
tered into with the Government. 
At the tim e the Act o f 1862 was passed it was 
not supposed for a m om ent th at another trans­ 
continental line would for many yem s lie b u ilt; 
but in a little more than two years after mi Act 
w as passed granting to the "Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company lnnds double I101I1 in quan­ 
tity and value th e lands granted to the Cen­ 
tral Pacific roud, and year after year additional 
grants were m ade to " 


O T H E R C O M PE TITIV E LIN ES. 
It is true none o f these lines were built until 
alter tiie Central Pacific and tlie Union Pacific 
liad dem onstrated the practicability ot a trans­ 
continental road and th at it m ight be success­ 
ful as a com m ercial enterprise. T hen com pet­ 
ing lint s were pushed rapidly forw ard and sev­ 
era! have since been com pleted. 
None ol these 
lines would h ave been built to this d a v b u tlo r 
the aid extended to them by the United States. 
It is irne there is no exclu sive grant to th e 
Union Pacific and the Centra! Pacific roads. 
There was no prom ise that tlie Government 
would uot extend aid 10 other lines. 
It is true, 
although th e jioliov is often assailed, that it 
w i l s a w ise policy to encourage by land grants 
the building o f transcontinental lines. 
The 
G overnm ent atnl tlie peop'e have reaped a rich 
harvt M from the plant, but tlie earning capacity 
o f the aided lin e of the Central Pacific road 
lias been al m ostly totally dtstroeyd. 
This may 
not constitute a claim for com pensation valid in 
law , hut w hen we com e to consider the fact 
m at the Central Pacific road was a pioneer, that 
it has periorm ed faithfully ull its obligations to 
tlie Government, that it has saved to h m illions 
upon m illions o f dollars, that by Konstruction

penditure ou general vouchers am ounted to but 
1111 insignificant sum w hen compared w ith more 
than four hundred m illiou o f expenditure on 
specific and unquestioned vouchers; that they 
had been m ade in the paym ent of large rates of 
interest w hen tlie com pany was hard pressed 
for m oney and w hen it had to be obtained at 
any pri'-v. but the facts had to be concealed or 
the credit o f ihis com pany w onid have been 
im paired if tlie situation had been m ade publie; 
that they had been m ade in part rs secret 
service exp' ;.ditures are m ade, not only by all 
business iiK-n nut by the Government; "that to 
m ake public nam es would destroy the purposes 
and in m any instances jeopardize the safety of 
th e agent, To illustrate, hundreds of niii.'-sof 
the

cxjieuditures were m ade through the Law De- 
jiartment, and full explanation o f these were 
offered, as appears from the record to the com ­ 
m ission and declined. Scarce w as tlie Central 
Pacific road under w av before an investigation 
was begun, and from th at hour to this all o f us 
workings have been under light thrown 0:1 it 
by investigations. Tiie Director» have never had 
anything to conceal excep t those things w hich it 
was necessary to the success of every business 
operation should 
tie concealed. 
Its hooks, 
its papers and vouchers have been exam ined 
and r,-exam ined un til they have alm ost been 
defaced, 
r or tw o m ouths before tlie arrival ot 
the jiresent ( 'ominission, every departm ent in 
the service of the cotnjiany set to work to Dre­ 
nare the inform ation w hich the Commissioners 
oesried to have, aud th is to the exclusion of al­ 
most all other business. 
I h e com m ittees of 
Boards o f Supervisors aud Federal offic rs have 
been engaged in these investigations; Railroad 
Commissioners — som e o f them m en oi the 
highest standing and reputation, to whom no 
oue w ould im pute an evil thought or design, 
w ho have investigated these books and vouch­ 
ers w hich have adjusted ull o f the accounts 
w ith the Government—all rejKirteil that tlie 
books were fairly and honestly kept and it,at 
all sum s due to the United S tiles had been paid 
over. 
W H E N T H IS COM M ISSION A R R IV E D 
E very facility was offered for th e exam ination 
o f th e books and accounts, and to the taking ot 
testim ony no objection was m ade. 
No ob­ 
stacle w as placed in their way for obtaining tlie 
object for w hich th e Com m ission was created 
Tlie Governm ent o f the United States itself 
jdaees a large secret service fund at the ili- 
posal o f the President. There is no kind of 
business carried on iu w hich some expenditures 
are not m ade and some transactions had w hich 
if m ade public, could but result in the defeat oi 
the obj ot sought to be attained. 
B was not 
discovered by the Commission, but it ¡lad a l­ 
w ays been known, that the Presi lent and other 
officers o f the Central Pacific Railw ay Company 
had expended m oney upon w hat were called 
general vouchers 
By th is i mean vouchers 
w hich did not contain thesjiecitic item s. Som eof 
the Railroad Commissioners have thrown these 
vouchers out in the accounting w i-h the United 
States as to the net profits; but th is was w rorm 
and the com pany wns entitled to a credit 
for them , for all o f those expenditures had been 
passed ujxin by the com pany and apjiroved and 
ratified by the stockholders, aud this was the 
best voucher the officer could have. The Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railway, or any other railroad com 
pany doing a considerable business, must nec­ 
essarily have iu its em ploy n n u v m en even to 
nam e w horn would defeat the purpose o f their 
em ploym ent, although that purpose w as honest 
euougn and an absolute necessity to protect the 
business o f the com pany. Tlie w hole o f these 
expenditures, when compared w ith the vast re- 
ceijitso f the eoropany for tw enty years—5100.- 
OOO.OoO—am ount to a mere bagatelle. 
If it should be rejected in the settlem ent w ith 
the Government and thrown out, the am ount 
then due to the Government would be a sum 
greatly less than that w hich tbe Government of 
the United states now uDjustlv detains from the 
comjwiny. It was projiosed to inquire into these 
expenditures, to have tbe Pro sideut of the c-m - 
pany take a voucher am ounting t.q *170,00o made 
years ago and w hich had not lieen charged 
against the Government, and account for each 
dollar. Questions in this line o f inquiry and di­ 
rected to sjaícitic individuals were the ouly ones 
to w hich answers were refused.

The legal 
title, for the jmrjioses o f oonveuience alone is 
held by tlie eorjiorate body entirely, but the 
stockholders own the property, and tiieir shares 
o f stock are bu tevideuce o f their interest there­ 
in. An unbroken lin e o f California decisions 
sustain th is view , and aliout it th eie can be no 
question.

THE KINDERGARTEN. 
It is somewhat remarkable that, with 
the success attending kindergarten schools 
elsewhere in the State, they have awak­ 
ened little of interest here until very re­ 
cently. Efforts are now being put forth to 
establish such schools in this city, and it 
is to be hopod that these laudable schemes 
will receive the material support essential 
to their inauguration and maintenance. 
Under the Golden Gate Kindergarten 
Association of ¡can Francisco there were 
organized thirteen of these schools or 
classes. Only one of these was adopted by 
the Public School Department. There are 
now eleven of the schools in that city and 
one at Menlo Park. Of these, eight were 
founded and are maintained by Mrs. Le- 
land Stanford, one by Mrs. Iiearst, one by 
Miss Crocker, one was founded by Miss 
Flora Sharon, and is still maintained by 
that lady. Outside of these there are 
some twenty-nine free kindergartens in 
San Francisco and environs, including 
three in Oakland, one in Mayfield, one in 
San Mateo, and several in orphanages and 
asylums, while kindergarten classes in 
several cases are maintained by churches' 
Títere are over two thousand children en­ 
rolled in these frit- schools, and the de­ 
mand for them would justify the establish­ 
ment of five times as many classes as pri­ 
vate Itenevolence now sustains. It costs 
about §1,000 a year to sustain a class of 
sixty children and give them the very 
best kindergarten training. 
The kindergarten really needs no special 
pleading in its behalf. 
It must lie 
assumed that the public is informed upon 
its benefits, and the important part it plays 
in the earliest stage of developing the in­ 
tellect of the child, in cultivating its tastes, 
and training its habits in orderly ways. 
The whole course of educational advance 
in the teaching of primary pupils, has in 
the last thirty years proceeded upon the 
principle of addressing the reason through 
the fancy, and cultivating the love of 
knowledge 
through 
the 
agency of 
the imagination, 
the most 
(lower- 
ful 
influence in child-life. 
lu its 
relation to industrial education the kinder­ 
garten occupies a position closer than any 
other preparatory system to the object 
sought to be attained. The fundamental 
idea upon which it proceeds, and that is 
foremost in all its method, we may term the 
l>eauty of order. Tt does not dissever the 
education of head, heart and hand, but oper­ 
ates upon them together. It aims to teach 
the young pupil to accomplish right pur­ 
poses in an orderly way, and yet in a way 
most in harmony with its virgin tastes 
and untarnished fancy. It is not its effort 
to teach of books or words, but of things 
about the child, its relation to them, and 
the laws governing them. Its labor Ls to 
teach the child how to think and how to 
do; how to have and express ideas. To 
this end it makes oliservation the key note 
of all its processes. 
The kindergarten pupil does not grow 
into the world with closed eyes. It is 
taught how to see and understand things, 
and it requires scarcely more than a week’s 
training in the kindergarten to make i tie 
eyes open and keep open for facts as the 
foundation and spring of ideas. It culti­ 
vates the creative faculty; it enlists to this 
end the playthings of the child and gives 
the pleasure of their use a teaching pur­ 
pose. S, far from binding a child to its 
sent and study, or using coercive means to 
attach it to tasks, il wholly frees the little 
one body and mind, and by skillfully 
training of its perceptive faculties in free­ 
dom. it quickens, strengthens and fashions 
the reflective. 
In other words, a- an able 
advocate of the system has put it, it takes 
the child with all it surroundings anil 
turns its natural inquisitive disposition 
concerning them to the very best account 
in ascertaining the reason for them. It 
seizes upon the instinct of play and con­ 
verts it. without divesting it of the “j>lay 
element,’’ into a means of cultivating con­ 
structive skill. 
The kindergarten has at its foundation 
this essential truth, that the best educa­ 
tion begins at the earliest age, thus em­ 
phasizing the old proverb, “As the twig is 
bent the tree’s inclined.’’ Rut it is vitally 
essential that this bending shall be in the 
right direction and in harmony, as far as 
may lie, with natural tastes. The kinder­ 
garten lies at the very root of industrial 
education, since it 
is constant 
in 
teaching how to fashion tilings, the har­ 
mony of orderly designs, the power and 
scope of the creative faculty, and the 
ability of human intelligence beginning 
with the simplest process to conquer 
things to human uses. As Mrs. Cooper, 
the well-known apostle of the kinder­ 
garten has well said, it is a character 
builder, proceeding upon the belief of 
laird Brougham, that a child can and does 
learn more before the age of six years than 
it does or can loam alter that age during 
it whole life, however long it may be. It 
hi>lds with the Spartans, that the life of 
the child is of most value to the State. 
The kindergarten is the most potential 
teacher of self-helpfulness among children 
known to educational systems, and for 
that very reason Ls best adapted to train­ 
ing those children who by reason of the 
inability of parents or the misfortune of 
circumstances, are left to that inevitable 
fashioning by vice, which is the fate of the 
unguided child in that critical period of 
life between the nursery and the primary 
school. 
It is an evidence of the slowness of the 
public to leave beaten paths, that the 
kindergarten, with all its demonstrated 
advantages and wonderful influenccs.upon 
child life, has so loug l>een held away 
bv the public school systems. But it 
is now making rapid progress to union. 
Boston, after watching individual experi­ 
ment with the kindergarten for a decade, 
has engrafted the private classes upon its 
system. St. Louis has seventy of these 
schools under the protection of the pubiio 
arm, while in Philadelphia and several 
other large cities, and not a few ol the 
smaller ones, the kindergarten has bceu 
incorporated witli the public school work. 
W hile some favor immediate incorporation 
of the Kindergarten with the public 
schools, there are those who, with much 


¡ strength of reason, hold that for some 
I years to come, at least, the kindergarten 
¡ will be more fruitful of good, and its ends 
lie more patiently and heartfully worked 
out through individual benevolence than 
by official support. The most that tli&se 
friends of the system ask for at present is 
that indirect oi Incidental aid he given bv 
the common school systen; that a sort of 
allyship shall exist between them. In 
California there is no reason to expect the 
kindergarten will be projected or sup­ 
ported by other than benevolent con­ 
sideration for several years. But there 
is wealth enough and great lieartedness 
enough in California communities to 
establish these schools in every consider­ 
able town in the State, and make them 
free to the little children for whose benefit 
they are conceived. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 
The decision of the Supreme Court of 
th» United States in the Pennsylvania 
oleomargarine case is one of highest im­ 
portance, and in its legal effect will prove 
far-reaching. It goes no farther, however, 
in affirming the power of a State as to po­ 
lice regulations than did the Supreme 
Court of California some years ago in ex 
parte Annie Smith, when Judge Sander­ 
son handed down his exhaustive opinion. 
But that case was, of course, of local im­ 
portance only, and could not exercise the 
authoritative influence of such a decision 
as that of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. 
The present case is simple. A statute 
of Pennsylvania prohibits the manufacture 
of bogus butter and cheese. A party was 
convicted under that statute, and on ip- 
I>ea! to the Supreme Court of the State the 
judgment of conviction was maintaiued. 
By writ of error the case then went to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. That 
tribunal holds the statute not to be in­ 
harmonious with the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment to the Federal Constitution. The 
judgment of the Court is, that it is within 
the police powers of the State of Pennsyl­ 
vania to legislate for the protection of the 
public health agaiust the manufacture and 
sale of articles intended for use by the peo­ 
ple, which the legislative body of the 
State in its judgment determines is dan­ 
gerously injurious to the public health. 
That the Legislatures of States have 
the right to pass upon the fact that 
any article made to be consumed by the 
people is such a menace to their health, 
that its suppression is advisable. It is a 
question of fact, not of law, say the Court, 
whether the article can be so made as not 
to he deleterious to health, and the legis­ 
lative authority of a State is properly 
the judge of the fact, the judiciary will 
not interfere with that judgment, except 
where it infringes upon some right plainly 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 
But it was claimed that if the Legis­ 
latures of the States have the right to pro­ 
hibit the manufacture of whatever they 
may deem inimical to the general welfare, 
then nothing stands in the way of the de­ 
struction of the constitutional guarantees 
of liberty and property. To this the Court 
replies that the judicial arm will protect 
the citizen in his assertion of all his con­ 
stitutional rights and will not assent to 
any exercise of power plainly forbidden 
by the Constitution. To the plea that the 
legislation complained of is unwise and 
oppressive, the Court replies that the 
remedy is at the ballot-box; in the con­ 
struction of Legislatures and the ordering 
of the will of the people into law. Finally 
it was contended that the statute denies 
the equal protection of the laws, but the 
Court replies that this position is unten­ 
able, because the same penalties and bur­ 
dens are imposed by it iqion all persons 
engaged in the same business. 
The decision is in line with the rulings 
of the Supreme Court for a ; iraber of 
years. It affirms opinions expressed in 
the celebrated “Slaughter-House cases” of 
New Orleans. But it is noticeable, in the 
light of the decision sustaining the right 
of States to set up and enforce prohibitory 
liquor laws, that the tendency of the Court 
with each new decision defining “police 
regulation ” is to get closer to a clear defi­ 
nition of that term, and to clear away the 
doubts and fine shadings that have char­ 
acterized all debate upon it. Each of 
these decisions concerning the right of the 
people of the States to legislate concerning 
the conservation of the public health, 
public morals, community peace and quiet 
and comfort, establishes more firmly the 
wise doctrine that the safety of American 
institutions depends upon leaving the gov­ 
ernment very close to the people. Every 
effort to take it more distantly from them 
and to shear the popular will of its power 
to legislate for itself, in some degree in­ 
fringes upon the integrity of free govern­ 
ment, and tends to centralize instead of 
distributing governmental powers. 
It seems to us that the decision 
just made would apply directly to the 
famous laundry ordinance of San Fran­ 
cisco, and that the holding of the Courts 
in those cases is inharmonious with the 
decision in the Pennsylvania cases. As 
we understand it an ordinance was passed 
in ¡San Francisco prohibiting the establish­ 
ment and operation of laundries within 
certain limits, except under certain con­ 
ditions. The ordinance affirmatively and 
industriously stated the judgment of the 
local legislative body to be that pro­ 
miscuous and unrestrained establishment 
and conduct of laundries in the heart of 
the city was prejudicial to the public 
health, and that the maintenance of dry­ 
ing racks upon the house tops where 
laundries were kept was dangerous to fire­ 
men and increased the risk of conflagra­ 
tions. But the ordinance was held to 
lie opposed to the Federal Constitution, 
and in derogation of the right of men to 
pursue lawful businesses. Though the 
Supreme Court of the United States now 
declares that the judgment of the law­ 
making power as to what is deleterious to 
health will not be reviewed, and that the 
remedy for unwisdom, of judgment by it is 
the ballot-box, the decision in the laundry 
case, if we correctly recall it, was that the 
laundry business wasnot snch anevil as com­ 
plained of, and though the ordinnncedid not 
name the Chinese, that it was in fact aimed 
against them as a class, and was therefore 
special legislation and discriminating. 
Yet iu the Pennsylvania case the Supreme 
Court especially decides that the claim 
that the oleomargarine statute Ls unequal 
in its operation, is untenable, because the 
same penalties and burdens are imposed 
upon all persons engaged in the same 
busiue--. 
It is not necessary to poiut out in detail 
how vitally important such decisions are 
in establishing and maintaining the rights 
of the States in matters of restriction and 
regulation by them in those concerns 
which directly relate to the health of the 
people, to public sanitation, to the con­ 
servation of good morals and the general 
welfare. The effect of such decisions are 


apparent to whoever carefully reads them 
and enters upon the thoughtful process of 
applying them. 


DEFEAT OF THE DIRECT TAX BILL. 
The Southern members in the House of 
Representatives have succeeded by filibus­ 
tering in defeating desired legislation—for 
the present—for the return of the direct 
tax to the States from which it was col­ 
lected. This tax was called for in the 
hour of sore trial by the Union. The na­ 
tion now not only does not need the money, 
but has in her vaults a very large surplus. 
The proposition was to return the money 
to those States which, by demand of the 
Federal Government, advanced it. 
A 
simpler, plainer and more just scheme 
cannot be fancied. But Southern leaders, 
representing the sentiment that proposes 
to have the Confederate debt some day 
paid, and yet is solicitous the wounds of 
the war shall heal, antagonized the meas­ 
ure by tactics intended to deprive it of its 
place upon the House special calendar. Iu 
this they have succeeded, and the bill 
which had passed the Senate, Ls now in the 
storehouse of unfinished work,and will prob­ 
ably remain so to the close of the session, 
and be left as an heirljom of blundering 
for the next term. It bad been hoped that 
the South had passed beyond aud above 
that stage of feeling in which it found 
cause for objecting to the payment of obli­ 
gations rendered necessary to save the 
Union from the disruption attempted by 
the Southern rebellion. That hope is now 
dissipated ; the Southern Representatives 
have prevented the States which upheld 
the arms of the nation, from receiving from 
a national purse now plethoric the sums 
advanced to it in the interest of the salva­ 
tion of tree government, and the preserva­ 
tion of an indissoluble Union of sovereign 
States. 
The South lias effected its purpose by 
the aid of Northern Democratic votes. 
This same Democratic party iu a very few 
weeks will be besieging the country to re­ 
deliver to it the vantage ground of Fed­ 
eral administ ration for a new term of four 
years. This same Democratic party, that 
this week got down upon its marrow bones 
at the bidding of the ghost of the South­ 
ern Confederacy, which hopes to secure 
payment from the United States of untold 
sums for cotton seized during the war, will 
presently be roundly cursing every Repub­ 
lican who ventures to breath the thought 
that once upon a time there was an at­ 
tempt to disrupt the Union. We will be 
told that the day for the waving of the 
bloody shirt has forever passed. It will 
uot l>c mentioned by these Democrats, 
South or North, who bound themselves 
hand and foot by caucus rule to do the will 
of the South in defeating the direct tax 
bill, that their triumph is in fact an ex­ 
traordinarily vigorous waving of the 
bloody shirt. The same sentiment that 
crushed this bill can quite as well make 
the excuse sufficient for resisting the pay­ 
ment of any further recompense to the 
heroes who battled for the Union. The 
reasons with which the Southern oppo­ 
nents of the bill fortify their position may 
to them be sufficient, also, for sustaining 
the advocacy of measures to reward dis­ 
loyalty. When it comes to that, they will 
hear the voicing of a verdict by the peo­ 
ple’ against which they will not venture to 
make a stand. 
The Democracy, with its usual care- 
taking for the Republican party, has com­ 
mitted its usual mistake. It has added to 
the debt of gratitude the Republican 
party owes it for numerous blunders at 
the right time, since it has by defeat of 
the direct tax bill given its political foe a 
new weapon with which to pierce the 
Democratic throat. In fact, the Democ- 
cracy of the solid .South and the Democ­ 
racy of Northern subserviency have done 
that which will furnish Republican ammu­ 
nition for the coming campaign, of the 
most effective character. 


the disease who were attacked while ships 
were en route from Mediterranean ports to 
New York. The inadequacy of the quaran­ 
tine establishment soon developed, and the 
result was exposure of the whole country 
to the pest in a reckless manner. It ap­ 
pears that nothing has been done to remedy 
the defects in the New York quarantine 
system. Incompetency still rules in the 
department, and little or uo improvement 
has been made in the quarantine station. 
Past experience, says Mayor Hewett, warns 
ns that we are nowfarmore likely to suffer 
from an Invasion of the disease than iu 
any preceding years. Common prudence 
should therefore actuate the people of all 
American ports to act far in advance and 
prepare to keep the pest at arm’s length, 
and to prevent, so far as it is possible to do 
so, the introduction of this terrible plague. 
The Chicago Times well says; “ The 
making of more laws proceeds in all the 
States with unabated vigor. The panacea 
for social and political ills is found at last 
in legislation. Each State and Congress 
spawns statutes regulating all things as 
easily as as a fish spawns eggs.” Nothing 
is complained of now that the proposition 
is not at once made to pass a law to meet 
the evil. Stricter enforcement of the laws 
we have would serve us better than crowd­ 
ing the statute-books with enactments that 
in more than half the cases become dead 
letters. The sins of legislation constitute 
a grievous burden upon the country. 
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PRESS EXPRESSIONS. 


Bo u la n g er has issued a manifesto in 
the form of an interview. It was ex­ 
pected, for his is precisely of the vulgar 
order of statesmanship that puts the indi­ 
vidual above country. He denies that he 
has any ambition to be a dictator, but 
there is every reason to doubt the sincerity 
of the denial. He is reported to have said 
that it is idiotic to declare that “ Boulan- 
anger is for war. Why should I think of 
war, when neither France nor Germany 
wishes it? Prepare to wage war, yes. 
Declare it, never.” This is characteristic 
of the man. Fie is nothing if not sensa­ 
tional. He would prepare for war, when 
he well knows that such preparation in 
Europe always invites it. France has no 
need to prepare for war. Her military 
to-day is second iu organized strength to 
that of Germany only. To augment its 
strength is but to force other powers to 
enlarge their military forces, and so the 
thing would go on until war became inev­ 
itable. Boulanger is perfectly aware of 
this if he is at all sensible, and he knows 
too that his accession to the Presidency 
would be the signal for domestic turbu­ 
lence that would constitute a threat to the 
Republic and involve radical assaults ujion 
the Constitution itself. There are some 
hundreds of other Deputies chosen to the 
Chamber but these do not deem it neces­ 
sary to assume that the country’s fate rests 
upon their shoulders. There are other depu • 
ties who have had ministerial portfolios, but 
because by the turn of the political wheel 
they have been thrown out, they do not 
deem it necessary to arouse the country 
in vindication of their ambition. Boulanger 
is a fire-brand; he puts himself above 
France; his patriotism is that of supreme 
self, for which he would, if nothing else 
will do, put the nation into imminent 
peril of revolution. Behind him and 
actuating all his movements are the ene­ 
mies of Republicanism in Europe. There 
is no reason in politús why the Bona- 
partists and Orleanists should alike desire 
his success aud contribute to it; nor Ls 
there any reason in the polities of France 
why the anarchists, the remnants of the 
communistic party and the obstructions of 
all shades, should all pronounce Boulanger 
a patriot and a martyr. It is enough to 
make the lovers of free government sus­ 
pect any man, backed by such influences. 
Boulanger’s further preferment, viewed 
from this distance, means the humiliation 
of the F'rench Republic. 


M ayor H ew ett has written a letter to 
the Legislature and health authorities of 
New York city, in which lie invites their 
early action upon the question of cholera 
importation. It ought to secure instant 
attention. The shameful experience of 
last year should not be repeated. New 
York was warned for months of the dan­ 
ger of admitting ships from cholera in­ 
fected ports, but she took no action to pre­ 
vent the incoming of the pest. For the 
sake of a little trade she “ took her 
chances,” and the result was that presently 
she found her quarantine provisions 
6trained to accommodate the victims of

The petition states that while the 
average duty on the importation of woolen 
cloths is over 68 per cent, and the average 
duty on trimmings about 80 per cent., the 
duty on imported clothing is only 45} per 
cent. The cloth and the trimmings in the 
form of garments sewed for wear pay a 
much lower rate of duty than the cloth a'nd 
trimmings imported to be made into gar­ 
ments. By reason of this lower rate of 
duty the ready-made clothing merchant is 
enabled to sell his goods at lower rates than 
the local trader who buys cloths and trim­ 
ming s in foreign markets. The tailors say 
also that the labor they employ in the con­ 
version of cloth into garments is 200 per 
cent, higher than in the countries w here 
ready-made clothing mostly comes from. 
The prayer of the tailors, therefore, is that 
the protection of labor in converting cloth 
into garments shall be the same as that af­ 
forded the manufacturer of cloths and 
trimmings.—S. F. Call.

The Offense of Illegal Toting. 
The California Spirit of the Times takes 
up the matter of illegal voting, and treats 
it upon a plane, and with a vigor, which if 
adopted and put into execution, would 
very soou close out the itinerant voters of 
San Francisco, and prevent their frequent 
importation for slum work in Sacramento. 
It says; 
“ Illegal voting, in our judgment, ought 
to be made a capital offense; and should 
an amendment to the Code be adopted, giv­ 
ing it that status we doubt if it would be 
invoked more than once in its punish­ 
ment.

One fraudulent 
vote more or less will not make much dif­ 
ference, and then comes in the free use of 
that salve which finds application in the 
conclnsion, ‘Oh ! everything is iair in love, 
war and politics.’ Suspend the operations 
of a few illegal voters and ballot-box 
stuffers from the crossbar of a gallows 
frame; then those who do the banging can 
say, ‘Oh !

Southern Pacific Officials Return. 
C. P. Huntington. Charles Crocker and 
A. N. Towne of the Southern Pacific re­ 
turned yesterday from an extended tour 
through Oregon and Washington Territory. 
Almost immediately after his return Mr. 
Huntington left for Monterey, and he will 
probably proceed, after leaving there, to 
San Luis Obispo, over the newly-completed 
Templeton line. To a Call leporter yester­ 
day Mr. Towne described the trip as a very 
agreeable one. 
“ No one," said he, “ who has not trav­ 
eled through Oregon and Washington Ter­ 
ritory has any idea of the vast stretch ol 
fertile country there is north of California. 
It is being populated with a sturdy, thrifty 
set of people, who have determined to lo­ 
cate tbeir homes there and grow up with 
the country. The Pacific coast has now 
got the ear of the country, and we are at­ 
tracting a splendid immigration from the 
East, by which California is not the only 
State being benefited.” 
Mr. Towne said the party had gone as 
far north as Vancouver Island, but that they 
had not visited the terminus of the Cana­ 
dian Pacific. Tacoma and Seattle, he says, 
are growiDg like two California towns, and 
are bound to be large cities. 
The Carbon Hill mints, from which the 
Southern Pacific Company derives 22.000 
tons of coal monthly, were visited. The 
mines are situated on a branch ot the 
Northern Pacific, and to reach Seattle they 
have to pass over a zigzsg road with heavy 
grades. There is a probability, Mr. Towne 
states, that the company will build a cut­ 
off road, thereby saving a large sum yearly 
in transportation expenses. The length of 
road required to be built would only be 
three miles. 
Regarding the probabilities of increased 
railroad building in Oregon Mr. Towne 
would not speak. He said he thought the 
company had its banda full in California at 
present." The California and Oregon road, 
he states, it being put into good condition. 
There are now five trains at work there 
ballasting the line and preparing it for fast 
travel —S. F. Call, April I3M.

Frnlt Transportation. 
A i-orrespondent writes the Railway Re­ 
view in regard to fruit and refrigerator 
cars an interesting letter, from which the 
following selection is made: 
“ It is a delusion that deceives many 
business men that, liecause the family re­ 
ceive good, sound fruit by paying double 
what it should cost one year, and then buy 
it very cheaply the next year, this is 
owing to the dearth or over-production. It 
is due to the lack of facilities in moving 
and properly distributing the fruit, and 
when the weather is propitious we may 
have a glut, while there is a famine in 
other localities where less favorable condi­ 
tions occur. But this is all useless. Prop­ 
erly refrigerated storage and transporta­ 
tion fruit houses with an even temper­ 
ature, to receive the fruit plump and with 
the rich, delicious flavor which nature 
has imparted to it—that is what is 
needed, and must come. It is airead v 
being introduced, and shows a grand 
field for safe aud profitable investment. 
Not onlv do the buyers and handlers of 
fruit front Florida to California, from the 
Missis-ippi to the Atlantic, but ^ those in 
every hítate where fruit can be raised, need 
cold-storage warehouses where they may 
prepare their fruit for shipment and main­ 
tain tiic atmosphere’absolutely required to 
carry the fruit en route at a dry preserva­ 
tive temperature. Products ot the soil 
which are such a necessity to health may 
be raised profitably in abundance by being 
safelv and widely distributed. Tiiere is no 
fruit'prodtt'-ed in any part of the country 
so tender and perishable that it cannot be 
transported without any risk, except of 
railroad accidents, from any part of our 
continent bv such a system of cold-storage 
and properlv-ooustructed cars. ’ 


The Study of th© Pleiades. 
The discovery of the nebulous condition 
of the Pleiades has been an almost start­ 
ling illustration of what may he learned by 
sheer perseverance in exposing sensitive 
plates to the sky. Nearly thirty years ago 
M. Tcmpel, an exceptionally acute ob­ 
server, detected a filmy veil thrown around 
and floating far back from the bright star 
Merope, and Mr. Common saw, with his 
three-foot reflector, February 8, ]«80, some 
additional misty patches " in the same 
neighborhood. In general, however, the 
keen luster of the grouped stars appeared 
relieved against perfectly dark space. 
Great, then, was the surprise of the MM. 
Henry on perceiving a little spiral nebula 
clinging round the star Maia on a plate 
exposed during three hours November 16, 
1885. The light of this remarkable object 
possesses far more chemical than visual 
intensity. Y\ ere its analysis possible, it 
would hence doubtless prove to contain an 
unusually large proportion of ultra-violet 
rays. It is of such evanescent faintness that 
its direct detection was highly improbable; 
but since it lias been known to exist 
careful looking lias brought it into view 
with several large telescopes. It was first 
visually observed on February 5, 1886, 
with the new Pulkowa refractor of thirty 
inches aperature, and M. Kammermann, 
by using a tluorescent eve-piece, contrived 
to get a sight of it with the ten-inch of 
the Geneva Observatory. The further 
prosecution of the inquiry is due to Mr. 
Roberts, of Liverpool. With his twentv- 
inch reflector lie obtained on October 24, 
1886, a picture of the Pleiades that can 
only be described as astounding. The 
whole group is shown by it as involved iu 
one vast nebulous formation. “ Streamers 
and fleecy masses ” extend from star to 
star. Nebula' in wings and trains, neb- 
ulte in patches, wisps and streaks seem to 
lili the system as clouds choke a mountain 
valley and blend together the overexposed 
blotches which represent the action of 
stellar ray.-. What processes of nature 
may be indicated by these unexpected ap­ 
pearances we do not yet know; hut the 
upshot of a recent investigation leads us to 
suppose them connected with the presence 
of copious meteoric supplies anti their 
infalls upon the associated stars.— The Ed­ 
inburgh Review. 
D ecay of R u r a l N ew E ngland.— 
The cultivation of the soil, we have been 
taught tu believe, is the true foundation of 
national prosperity. If this theory is cor­ 
rect, the fact is, to say the least, startling, 
that the population of the hill-towns of 
New England is steadily declining, and its 
farming lands are becoming unkempt wil­ 
dernesses. Vast areas in Connecticut and 
Massachusetts formerly covered with fruit­ 
ful meadows and grain-fields, are now “un- 
profitably gay ” with tenacious «umae and 
odorous fern. The once cultivated land is 
occupied by bush and brake, and the 
woodman plies his axe where seventy-five 
years ago were heard the ring of the 
scythe and the rustle of the sickle.—Ameri­ 
can Magazine.

WINGED HIS MAN. 


S acram en to B rew ery Proprietor)* In d o rse 
th e U nited S tates B rew ers’ C ircular. 
Matters are quiet among the employes of 
the local breweries. There are but very 
few, if any, union men engaged at work in 
this city, and bo far there has been no at­ 
tempt at the formation of one. However, 
the circular of the United States Brewers’ 
Association, which has been subscribed to 
by the brewers in San Francisco, was yes­ 
terday the chief topic of conversation. 
There are six breweries in this city, with 
capital invested ranging from $30,000 to 
$150,000 each. 
Yesterday a reporter of the Record- 
Union visited the various brewers, and 
while they all said Sacramento would not 
be affected in the least by the contemplated 
strike, still they were unanimously in favor 
of the United States Brewers' circular. 
Jacob Gebert, proprietor of the Union 
Brewery, at Twentieth and O streets, was 
the lirst one interviewed. Mr. Gebert’s 
extensive brewing establishment was badly- 
damaged by fire some months ago, and he 
sayt it will be five months before he can do 
any brewing, as his repairs and additions 
are on an extensive scale, and it will take 
that long to complete them. “ By that 
time/ remarked Mr. Gebert, “ this matter 
will be ail satisfactorily settled. 
The 
brewers are well paid and well used, and 
they are the last men in the community 
that should go o h a strike, or who should 
join organizations that are detrimental to 
the interest of their employers. Take the 
brewers in this city. They are paid on an 
average $75 per month, free beer, room and 
board. Their’s is a trade that always de­ 
mands good wages and steady employment, 
and so far in this city they have always got 
along with their employers without any 
friction. The circular issued by the Na­ 
tional Brewers' Association is a well- 
written article; it offers protection alike to 
the employer and employed. It is simply 
allowing a man to deal directly with his 
men without the interference of commit­ 
tees composed of men nine times out of 
ten who would rather loaf than work. If 
I have an objectionable man in my em­ 
ploy. I claim the right to discharge him, 
and I deny the right of an organization to 
say I shall not. I don’t apprehend any 
trouble in Sacramento.” 
Mrs. Gebert, who was present, said she 
thought there would be fun if the Brewers’ 
Union should secure a strike in this city. 
“I know something about brewing myself,” 
she added, "and I think with some good 
common laborers I could manage to keep 
this brewery going myself. I would do it, 
too, before I would submit to such out­ 
rages as are being practiced in the East.” 
Chris. Wahl, proprietor of the Columbus 
Brewery. Sixteenth and K streets, said he 
had read the National Brewers’ Associa­ 
tion circular, and he indorsed it. While 
we are removed from these labor tioubles, 
and will perhaps not be in the least affected 
thereby, I am sure those at the East have 
had to take a bold stand and they have 
done so. We treat our men kindly, we 
pay them handsomely, and they should 
not be drawn into labor organizations 
which are intended to break down those 
who give them employment, and in the 
end prove disastrous to themselves. The 
brewers as a class are the most liberal men 
in the world They are not overbearing, 
and their hin I help as a general thing are 
treated like members of the family. I have 
received copies of the circular, as have all 
tire other brewers in this city. So far no 
action has been taken, and apparently 
none is necessary. If we have a ‘ beer 
famine ’ we can "stand it as well—perhaps 
better—than those who cause it.” 
A call was made at the Sacramento 
Brewery. Twenty-eighth and M streets. 
Philip Scbeld, the proprietor, was not in. 
This is one of the largest breweries in the 
State, outside of San Francisco. 
Mr. 
Scheld was not in. but his clerk stated his 
employer's views upon the matter, which 
were in the main similar to those given 
above. 
I.ouis Nioolans, proprietor of the Capi­ 
tal Brewery at Twelfth and I streets, and 
a pioneer in the brewing business in this 
city, was next called upon. He said : 
“ Yes, I have read the circular issued by 
the United States Brewers’ Association, and 
I must say it is one of the fairest docu­ 
ments ever penned. Why, sir, it reads like 
the Declaration of Independence. What is 
wrong with it? Any fair-minded man 
could subscribe to that. These labor organ­ 
izations, while primarily organized to bet­ 
ter the condition of the laboring classes, 
have, so far as my observations have gone, 
really proven detrimental to their interests. 
We have no organizations in this city, and 
none can be formed here. I pav my men 
good wages. I ask only a fair day’s" work. 
They are satisfied ; I am satisfied; and I 
say no man has a right to interfere. I hire 
and discharge as I please. They come and 
they go os they chouse. I don’t belong to 
them : they don’t belong to me : and we 
dwell together in perfec harmony. I don’t 
want to he interviewed, hut I’ll say this: 
The editorial in the Ueoord-Usion of this 
morning covers the entire case; it states 
the proposition fairly, and I indorse it most 
heartily.” 
F. ituhsialler, proprietor of the City 
Brewery at Twelfth and I streets, was ab­ 
sent from the city, but it was ascertained 
that his views coincided exactly with those 
of Mr. Nicolaus. 
F. C. Knaaer, proprietor of the Pacific 
Brewery, was not in when the reporter 
called, but it is understood his opinion of 
the situation does not materially differ 
from those given above. 


A N arrow E scape.

AN0THÍ R DISGRACEFUL ROW AT 
THE TIVOLI. 


J. W eeley Duckworth W ould Not 
F ight But Did Shoot—The 
Cause of the Trouble.

Another disgraceful row took place at J. 
D. Smith's Tivoli on K street, between 
Third and Fourth, about half-past one 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, which resulted 
in one man being shot through the arm 
and another being severely beaten. As is 
usual in such cases, different stories are told 
as to the causes of the trouble. 
At the hour mentioned, those in the 
neighborhood saw one man attacking an­ 
other on the sidewalk, when the latter fired 
two shots at his assailant and then fled into 
Davis” furniture store. He was pursued and 
arrested by officer Campbell, who hap­ 
pened to be near at hand. On being taken 
to the station-house he said his name was 
J. Wesley Duckworth, and that he and his 
partner, D. Edsou Fultz,'had a studio at 
No. 306 K street, where they were engaged 
in enlarging photographs and making 
crayon pictures. 
He seemed to tell a 
straightforward story, about to this effect. 
He said that he and some others had been 
playing cards in the Lafayette saloon on 
Thursday night, and up to about 2 o’clock 
on yesterday morning, when Howard Ca­ 
hill, a barkeeper at the Tivoli, and better 
known as “ Bull,” came into the saloon 
and interfered with the game. Some words 
passed between them, but there was no 
row. Yesterday forenoon he went into the 
Tivoli and engaged in a conversation with 
Cahill, who was behind the bar, and 
referred to the difficulty in the La­ 
fayette. 
Cahill 
was 
still 
angrv 
about 
it, and 
struck 
him 
"oil 
the jaw, knocking him back from the bar, 
then came out from behind the bar and 
struck him two or three times. Buck- 
worth then got hold of a chair to defend 
himself, and hostilities were suspended. 
He then left the place, but returned in 
about an hour and a half, this time havin» 
a revolver in his pocket. J. D. Smith, pro" 
p-ietor of the place; Dave Smith, his son; 
Cahill and several others were there’. 
“ Bull ” asked him if he came for a fight, 
and he said that he did not. Then Dave 
Smith told Bull that he ought to make him 
fight, and it was suggested that they go back 
to the stage and fight it out there. This Duck­ 
worth declined. Just at this stage James 
McCord, who is a canvasser for Duckworth 
& Fultz, came in and told Duckworth that 
there was a man at the studio who wanted 
to see him about a picture. At this in­ 
stant Dave Smith knocked McCord down 
from behind and J. D. Smith and Cahill 
rushed upon him and struck him several 
rimes, forcing him out upon the sidewalk. 
They were still striking him when he drew 
his revolver and fired at Cahill, who was 
following him up the closest. He then ran 
into the store as above stated. 
McCord, whose eyes were badly black­ 
ened, states that be just came into the 
place and delivered the message to Duck­ 
worth, when he was attacked and beaten 
by Dave Smith. 
Howard Cahill, the man who was shot, 
was taken to the Station-liouse by officer 
Franks. A ball had passed clear "through 
the muscles of his right arm. but he did not 
seem to mind it much. He says, and his 
story was corroborated by Dave Smith, that 
he went over to the Lafayette after a man 
named Farnum, who works at the Tivoli, 
and told him he wanted him to go to work, 
whereupon Duckworth accused him of 
breaking up a game in which he and Far­ 
num were engaged. They had some words 
there, and yesterday afternoon Duckworth 
came into the Tivoli, evidently wanting to 
fight. After some talk they went outside 
and got into a fight, when Duckworth drew 
a revolver. He grabbed the muzzle of the 
weapon as it was being raised and the first 
ball passed along his wrist, the powder 
burning him so that he let go. The next 
shot, he says, was aimed at his stomach, 
but he struck the revolver to one side and 
the ball passed through his right arm. He 
says the fight was brought on entirely by 
Duckworth and McCord, who was urging 
him on. 
Officer Campbell says that after he went 
into the store and secured Duckworth, one 
'th e Tivoli crowd threw a heavy hatchet 
the prisoner and came near hitting him, 
the same time threatening to kill him. 
Duckworth was locked up on a charge of 
assault with a deadly weapon. 
Howard Cahill and J. D. Smith were 
arrested on complaints sworn to by Duck­ 
worth, charging them with battery." 
Dave Smith was arrested on a complaint 
charging him with battery and sworn to 
by James McCord.

P o lled A berdeen A ngus C attle. 
Dr. G. M. Dixon, of this city, owns the 
Loupvale Stock Ranch, in Buffalo county, 
Nbraska. which ranch is well stocked with 
Polled Angus cattle. He has recently re­ 
ceived from there a draft of fifty head of 
these cattle, all young and very choice an­ 
imals, and they are now quartered on the 
Brockway ranch, one mile south of the 
city, on the Freeport road. 
The Polled Angus cattle are coal-black in 
color, and without horns, and are bred 
exclusively for beef. Although not yet 
numerous in this country, they are rapidly- 
taking a front rank as a beef-producing 
breed of cattle, as indicated by the fact that 
at the Chicago and Kansas City lat-cattle 
shows, last fall, they routed their compet­ 
itors, carrying off the chief prizes. 
Dr. Dixon’s herd here consists of fifty 
bead—thirty-four males and sixteen fe­ 
males—and they are doing so well in this 
climate he has decided to bring his entire 
herd of Polled Angus cattle to Sacramento 
this fall and here maintain permanently a 
large herd, his object being pleasure as well 
as profit. 
Enterprises of this kind will certainly 
result in great advantage to this coast, and 
there is a rapidly-growing feeling among 
bleeders of fine cattle that the State will 
show as great advantages over the East in 
breeding cattle as it shows in breeding 
horses. Dr. Dixon says that his observa­ 
tion and experience shows that here an an­ 
imal will maintain a steady and uniform 
growth throughout the year—a very diffi­ 
cult matter in the East, where the rigorous 
climate checks the growth of the youug 
anixnal every six months. Parties having 
a love for fine stock are invited to drive out 
to the Brockway ranch and see these cattle.

“ E x am in er ” M an G ets th e G rand 
B n u n cr a t th e C apitol. 
About 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon there 
was fun at the State Capitol. A party by 
the name of Carson has for some time past 
been sending an occasional item to the San 
Francisco Examiner, and has taken every 
occasion in that correspondence to insult 
the Governor. The latter has given orders 
that Carson should not enter his office. 
Carson paid no attention to this order and 
has been making himself quite fresh 
around the office ever since. Thursday an 
item appeared in the Examiner which Car­ 
son bai taken from the books although he 
had been requested not to do so. It was 
relative to requisirion papers tor a Missouri 
prisoner. Iis publication defeats the ends 
of justice. When Carson came in on that 
day the book was taken out of his hand and 
he was politely asked to take a walk. He 
did so but said be would call again. He 
was told if he repeated his visit he would 
be ejected. 
Yesterday afternoon he called, and, with­ 
out leave or even asking iierniission, com­ 
menced looking* over the records of the 
office.

Carson went to 
the police station and swore out a warrant 
for Maslin, charging him with battery. 
The latler also went to the station-house, 
gave himself up and put uo a bond for his 
appearance in Court.

As before mentioned, the great industry 
of Yucatan is the culture of sisal hemp— 
(Agave Sitsilana)—here 
also known as 
hencqiiinitr y a t i v p i Properly speaking, it 
is the agave or aloe plant, a genus of the 
amarilla:, or cactus family, and derives its 
name from the port of Sisal, whence It 
vas formerly exported. 
Few people not 
directly interested have any idea of the 
magnitude of this industry and its im­ 
mense importance to the United States. 
How many of my readers are aware that 
the annual yield of cordage alone manu­ 
factured in the U nited States exceeds one 
hundred and twenty millions of pounds? 
More than five million sacks made of 
hemn are also used every year for handling 
cottou-seed, cake and m eal; and besides 
the product of 
the 
cotton, enormous 
f|Uantities of fibrous m aterial are used in 
handling the crop itself. 
An immense 
amount of it is also utilized in the grain 
crop and its products, especially in the 
sliaj* of “ binder's twiue" for harvesting 
purposes, the output of which for the cur­ 
rent year will exceed 50,000 tons—not to 
mention the great variety of other uses for 
which the material is employed, making 
the United .States the largest liber market 
in the world. 
During the last year Yucatan exported 
heneqnin liber to the value of over three 
millions of dollars, American gold, about 
six-sevenths of which went to the United 
States— New York alone receiving 209,095 
bales; atul during the last twelve months 
Uncle Samuel has bought of Yucatan more 
than 38,000 h'inunocks made of sisal 
hemp. 
Not long ago I was talking with W . II. 
Larmour, President of the Belfast (Ire­ 
land) Rope Company, and from him 1 
gained some valuable information. 
H e 
states that the fibers of Mexico are supe­ 
rior to those of South America, and com­ 
mand a better price both in the United 
States and Kurope. Of the various species 
the most prolific is the bromrlia pita, or 
title, which grows chietiy on the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec; hut that the agave sin- 
lana of Yucatan brings by far the highest 
price. 
Títere are numerous varieties of 
the ixtle, all yielding fibers of different 
quality, from the coarsest hemp to finest 
flax. 
Thread and cordage are made from 
it, fine cloth and bagging, and the Yuca­ 
tecos use it for carpets, garments and the 
hammoc k—beds in which they are born and 
die. 
Paper, too, is manufactured from the 
same fiber; the juice of the ixtlc is an effi­ 
cacious caustic for wounds; from its roots 
a favorite intoxicant Ls made, and tlie In­ 
dians use it* thorns for pins and needles. 
.Some of the fillers grow to the length of 
sixteen feet. 
It is silky as floss, very 
strong, and capable of being subdivided 
into threads from which gossamer webs 
may be woven. 
A few years ago some of 
this filar was sent to Kngland for ex[>er- 
imental use, and from it handkerchiefs 
were woven which apj>eared like silver 
tLssue, but were so strong as to he almost 
indestructible. 
But much more valuable than ixtle is 
the sisal or henequin, being closely allied 
to the manila of the Philippine Islands. 
The m ain difierence between sisal and 
other fibers i* that while much silkier and 
stronger than ixtle, pita maguey, etc., it is 
about 40 per cent, weaker than manila. 
Its color is almost identical to that of ma­ 
nila, and few people notice the difierence 
in its strength, as sisal is certainly strong 
enough for all purposes. 
Mr. Larmour 
says that his coiupanv uses not less than 
ten tons a day of it. 
Sisal grows the year around, its cultiva­ 
tion is simplicity itself, the ¡ icilities for 
its extraction are unlimited, and the plant 
seeins alike indifferent to soil, climate and 
season. 
Mr. Larmour’s visit to Yucatan was in 
furtherance of a scheme by which he be­ 
lieves this peninsula may produce the best 
and cheajiest rope-fiber in the world—v iz; 
the introduction of the manila-h"m pplant, 
(4/«.<a rosacea)—in conjunction with the 
species now grown. 
Manila beh „gs to l he 
genus of endogenous plants, indigenous to 
Asia, and including the banana and plan­ 
tain. 
It much resembles the banana, and 
gets its name from the port of Manila, 
whence for many years it has been largely 
ex)>orted. 
It is a native of Tuzon, the 
largest of the Philippine Islands—a group 
lying iu the tropics north of Australia and 
southeast of Asia. 
The plant grows read­ 
ily from seeds, and also from shoots and 
“ suckers," and when cut down quickly 
sprouts tip again from the same root. 
It 
can be grown as well in one tropical coun­ 
try as another, and often attains the bight 
of 25 feet, having only one tuft of leaves, 
away up at the top. 
Since 1843 the entire amount of sisal 
and manila hemp combined, received into 
the United States, amounts to almost two 
billions.of pounds, not including w hat has 
gone to Canada and other countries. About 
seven years ago the raw material touched 
its lowest value, $110 per ton; in eighteen 
months thereafter it jumped up to $250 
l« r ton, and its market value is now, 1 be­ 
lieve, $195 per ton. 
A t th at figure it 
would pay well to make a business of rais­ 
ing manila next door to the I'nited States, 
its largest market, on this peninsula, which 
has the same soil and climate as the P hil­ 
ippine Islands, anil lies in about the same 
latitude. 
It requires aliout four years for the plant 
to mature from the seed, and it should be 
treated as the Sisal—planting seeds in suc­ 
cession in dilfcrent parts of the country, so 
that when one crop is gathered another 
may he ready, and thus the picking kept 
up alt the year. Cultivation does not give 
more strength to manila, hut its fillers 
grow longer under proper care, and the 
same machinery which is non- in general 
use for sisal, could be employed for the 
Philippine product. 
The principal heneouin expoiterof Yu­ 
catan tells me that it is the belief of many 
well-informed men, both in this country 
and the United States, that no natural 
product of Central America and Mexico 
will so well repay industry as the fiber 
plants, of which an inexhaustible supply 
is indigenous, while throughout the globe 
exists an unfailing demand. 
W hatever 
wars, panics and monetary depressions 
may interfere to prevent the carrying on 
of other industries, the nations of the 
earth must be clothed and fed, and the 
great land products—wheat, corn and cot­ 
ton—must be moved. 
By the use of fiber- 
made articles, such as bagging, twine and 
cordage, 
these 
immense products 
are 
packet! and prepared for transportation, 
centuries of test and experiment having 
proved that these articles provide the best 
and cheajiest modes of doing so.. All this 
does not make account of the vast quanti­ 
ties used at sea and for seines and other 
fishing purposes. 
During the last few 
years the henequin export from Mexico 
has increased ten fold. Already it assumes 
the second place on the export list—pre­ 
cious metal coming first—and the day i* 
uot distant when it will out-rank all 
others, for miues must be exhausted in 
time, while nature’s bounties never fail. 
Ixtle, sisal 
and 
maguey now pay an 
import duty in the United States of $15 
per ton, while India jute, manila and other 
substitutes for hemp, pay $25 per ton. 
Under the reciprocity treaty between this 
country and the United States, Mexican 
fibers wil) be admitted free of duty, and in 
consequence the heavy duties on other 
foreign articles of similar quality will dis­ 
place then for general use. 
An ordinary grain sack of India jute 
weighs about 31 pounds and costs 25 cents 
iu New York. 
A grain sack of equal ca­ 
pacity, made of Mexican maguey, weighs 
but two pounds and costs not quite 20 
cents. 
Apart from the item of tariff, mag­ 
uey is both stronger and cheaper than 
India jute, in every way better for ore 
sacks, cotton bags, etc. Ju te is now one 
of India’s greatest staples; and it has been 
demonstrated that it can be grown with 


ease and abundance throughout all the 
hot-lands of these coasts. 
In recent years 
all exports of flour from the United States 
have been made in sacks of India jute, and 
the number used annually is enormons. 
The use of ju te in ma- ufaetures was not 
begun till the year 1823. 
This was in 
Dundee, Scotland, where the industry now 
employs more than 30,000 people in over 
a hundred mills. 
The sacks are seamless, 
made on looms constructed especially for 
th at purjiose. 
India now derives $100,000,000 a year 
front 
its jute culture, 
and 
the " an­ 
nual product amounts to 2,500,000 bales. 
The demand Increases so rt pidly that the 
price is steadily advancing in the better 
grades. 
But India produces 
a great 
amount of very inferior jute, not equal to 
the demands of the manufacturers—owing 
to the unintelligent cultivation and man­ 
ipulation practiced there. 
Here is where 
Mexico’s opportunity comes in, for by the 
aid of machinery tiie fibers can he ex­ 
tracted in first-class condition, and bring 
prices correspondingly high. 
The purposes for which ju te is used are 
rapidly multiplying. 
Besides the coarse 
fabrics already mentioned, it is made into 
various fine goods, such as cambrics, room- 
hangings, furniture liuings, etc. 
By re­ 
cent improvements in dyeing, the brilliant 
colors and beautiful finish of silk are tm- 
parted to it, so that some jute fabrics can­ 
not readily be distinguished from the 
former. 
The plant—here called henequin—is 
found in wild profusion all over Yucatan. 
1 Mantera say th at it requires from five to 
seven years to attain full perfection. 
A 
stem shoots out from the center of the 
plant and the leaves gradually detach 
themselves therefrom in spear-like form, 
with sharp thorns along the edges and a 
strong, needle-like point. 
An ex-Consul 
of the United States living here tells me 
that to his knowledge a hemp plant in his 
yard bore for fifteen 
years, each plant 
yielding about twenty-six leaves per an­ 
num, each leaf averaging four feet in 
length and producing an ounce of fiber. 
A bale of 4Ú0 pounds contains the product 
of about 7,000 leaves. 
For some vears previous to 1887 there 
had existed in the United .States, among 
rope and twine manufacturers, one of the 
most successful “ trust companies,” or com­ 
binations for enabling one another to 
reap undue profit, ever known iu any 
business. 
You 
know 
the old adage, 
“ W hen thieves fall out,” etc., and its 
truth has again been exemplified. 
In 
July of l:ist year, when this “ Cordage 
Association,” as they called themselves, 
met in secret conclave, it was asserted by 
the rope manufacturers of New York and 
vicinity, that the Boston brethren had 
not paid into the j»ool their proper per­ 
centage of profits, and had been guilty of 
several other high crimes and misde­ 
meanors against the well-being of this 
precious combination. 
W hether there 
was any truth in the assertion I do not 
know, but at all events it caused the dis­ 
memberment of the Cordage Association, 
the immediate result being a reduction of 
from one to two cents per pound to the 
consumers, or from 10 to 20 per cent, in 
the price of rope and twine. 
W hile the 
combination flourished each manufacturer 
had paid into the pool about $40 per ton 
on all sales—that being the amount gained 
over and above a reasonable profit—the 
aggregate being many millions of dollars 
a year, to be divided among the lucky few. 
The New York men, enraged at this 
unlooked-for termination of their charges 
against their Boston confreres, and consid­ 
ering the latter the primary cause of the 
breaking up of the pool—led by the genius 
and capital of Laurence W aterbury, of 
New York, one of the largest manufactur­ 
ers of rope and cordage in the world—de­ 
termined on revenge. 
Their scheme was 
to prevent the Boston manufacturers from 
procuring any raw material or fiber, either 
sisal or manila, ahd at the same time to 
enrich themselves by advancing prices 
away beyond their actual value by “ cor­ 
nering” the fiber market. 
A new Trust 
Company was formed, a large amount of 
capital subscribed, aud the sisal hemp—of 
which at that time there was only a small 
quantity iu the country—successfully cor­ 
nered. 
Then came the tug of war to se­ 
cure all the manila fiber, not only that 
held in the United States, hut also all that 
could find its way into the country from 
the l ’hilippine Islands. 
Gigantic as the scheme may appear,thanks 
to the large amount of capital registered 
to perfect it, it was successfully completed— 
so far as the combination could foresee, and 
there was not an ounce of fiber left for the 
Boston manufacturers to buy. But in their 
anxiety to injure their brethren of the 
Hub the New York men entirely over­ 
looked the existence of the wealthiest and 
most successful rope manufacturer on the 
globe, who iiad never belonged to the pool, 
but conducted business in a quiet and 
honorable manner. 
This is Edward II. 
Fitler, the present Mayor of Philadelphia, 
for years one of the foremost of its citi­ 
zens. 
This gentleman, on being made 
aware of the “ National Cordage Com­ 
pany’s ” intentions, quietly intim ated to 
them that if the Boston manufacturers 
had little or no filter on hand, he, at all 
events, had some thousands of líales, and 
by putting his rope and twiue in the m ar­ 
ket at fair prices, he would prevent the 
contemplated advance and force the would- 
be monopolists to sell their products at 
the same rate. 
To this action on the part of Mr. F itler 
is due the fact that, so far as manila rope 
is concerned, prices are about 25 per cent, 
lower than they would otherwise have 
been, and the consumers thereof, and of 
binders’ twine, owe him a debt of grati­ 
tude. 
During the present year the Na­ 
tional Cordage Company has been exerting 
all its strength to draw info the combina­ 
tion a number ot the smaller manufactur­ 
ers, and have succeeded in “ roping in ” 
four or five of them. The question now is 
w hether the Boston men, a'l of whom have 
large capital, will continue, either by 
themselves, or in conjunction with Mr. 
Fitler, and give the New Yorkers “ a taste 
of their own medicine.” 
The Boston 
manufacturers have already sent agents to 
Progreso to secure this year’s crop, and 
trustworthy agents are also en route to the 
Philippine Islands.

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THE DRUMMER BOY. 


On the first day of the battle of Cus- 
tozza, the 24th of July, 1S48, about sixty 
soldiers belonging to one of the Italian 
infantry regiments, having been sent to 
occupy an isolated house on a hight, 
were unexpectedly attacked by two com­ 
panies of Austrians, who, firing on them 
from different points, barely gave them 
time to take refuge in the house and 
hastily barricade the doors, leaving sev­ 
eral dead and wounded in the fields. 
After barricading the doors, the Italian 
soldiers hastily ran to the windows on the 
first Uoor and liegan to pour a stead v fire 
into their assailants, who were gradually 
advaucing in a semicircle and replying 
vigorously. 
The sixty Italians were commanded by 
two subalterns and a Captain, a tall oíd 
fellow, lean and severe, with white hair 
and mustaches; 
with them there was a 
Sardinian drummer boy, a boy not much 
more than 14 years old, and who scarcely 
appeared to be 12 ; 
he was small, with an 
olive-brown face, and two sparkling little 
deep black eyes. 
The Captain was direct­ 
ing the defense from a window on the first 
floor, shouting his orders like pistol shots, 
and with no sign of emotion on his hard 
face. 
The drummer boy, who was a little 
pale, but firm on his legs, got up on a 
table, and was stretching out his neck to 
see out of the windows and leaning against 
the w all; 
through the smoke he saw the 
white uniforms of the Austrians, who were 
slowly advancing through the fields. 
The 
house was situated on the summit of a 
steep slope, and on the side toward the 
slope had but one small window, high up. 
which looked out from the garret; 
there­ 
fore the Austrians did not threaten the 
house from that side, and the slope was 
clear; 
their fire was directed only toward 
the front and the two sides. 
liut it was an infernal fire, a hail of 
leaden bullets, which on 
the 
outside 
cracked the walls aud crumbled the tiles, 
and on the inside smashed ceilings, fur­ 
niture, window-frames and door-posts, fill­ 
ing the air with splinters, clouds of plaster 
and bits of pottery and glass; hissing, re­ 
bounding, crashing into everything with a 
noise fit to drive one mad. From time to 
time one of the soldiers who were firing 
from the windows fell back on the floor 
and was dragged to one side. Some tot­ 
tered from room to room, pressing their 
hands on their wounds. 
In the kitchen 
there was already one dead man, with a 
ball through his forehead. 
The seinieircle 
of the enemy kept closing up. 
At once he Captain, who, until then, 
had been impassable, was seen to show 
signs of uneasiness, aud to stride out of the 
room, followed by a sergeant. About three 
minutes afterward the sergeant came run­ 
ning back aud called the drummer-boy, 
beckoning him to follow. 
The boy ran 
after him up a wooden staircase, and went 
with him into an empty garret, where he 
saw the Captain, who was writing with a 
pencil on a sheet of paper, leaning against 
the window, with a well-rope on the floor 
at his feet. 
The Captain folded the paper, and, 
looking with his cold, grayish eyes, before 
which all the soldiers trembled, into the 
eyes of tiie boy, said abruptly : 
“ Drummer boy!” 
The drummer boy 
saluted. 
The Captain said; 
“ You’ve 
got grit.” 
The boy’s eyes lighted up. 
“ A es, Captain,” lie answered. 
“ l.ook down there,” said the Captain, 
rushing him to the window, “ in the plain, 
near the houses of Yillafranca, where 
there is a glittering of bayonets. 
Those 
are our friends, standing idle. 
Take this 
note, catch hold of the rope, slide down 
from the window, run down the hill, go 
through the fields reach our friends, and 
give the note to the first officer you see. 
Chuck away your belt and knapsack.” 
The boy took of! his belt and knapsack, 
and put the note into his breast pocket; 
the Sergeant threw out the rope and 
grasped one end of it with both hands; 
the Captain helped the boy pass backward 
through the little window. 
“ Take care ;” 
he said to him, “ the safety of the detach­ 
ment dejicnds on your courage and on 
your legs.” 
“ Trust me, Captain,” replied the drum­ 
mer-boy, swinging himself out. 
“ Stoop as you go down,” said the Cap­ 
tain again, helping the Sergeant to hold 
the rope. 
“ Never fear.” 
“ God help you.” 
In a few moments the boy was on the 
ground; the Sergeant drew up the rope 
and disappeared ; the Captain sprang to 
the window, and saw the boy flying down 
the hill. 
He was already hoping that he had 
succeeded in escaping unobserved when 
five or six little clouds of dust, which rose 
from the ground both before and behind 
the boy, warned him that he had beeu 
seen by the Austrians, who were firing at 
him from the top of the hill. 
Those lit­ 
tle clouds were thrown up by the bullets. 
But the boy continued to run at a break­ 
neck pace. 
Ail at once he felL 
“Killed ?’ roared the Captain, biting his 
list. 
But he had scarcely said the word, 
■vhen lie saw the bov get up. 
“Ah ! only 
a fa ll!” he said to himself, and breathed 
aigain. 
In fact, the boy began to run again 
as fast as he could ; hut he limped. 
“A 
t-prained ankle,” thought the captain. 
A few more little clouds of dust rose 
here and there around the l»oy, but they 
were always further off. 
He was safe. 
The Captain gave an exclamation of tri­ 
umph. 
But he continued to follow him 
anxiously with his eyes, because it was a 
question of minutes; if he did not get 
down there as quickly as possible with the 
note, which requested immediate relief, 
either all his soldiers would lie killed, or 
he would have to surrender and become 
prisoners with them. 
The bov ran swiftly 
for a while, and then limped and slack­ 
ened his pace, and then broke into a run 
again, bet he seemed to become more and 
more fatigued, and every little 
while 
stumbled, and paused for a moment. 
“ Perhaps he has been hit by a glancing 
bullet,” thought the Captain, and he shud- 
deringly watched all his movements, and 
encouraged him, and spoke to him, as if 
the boy could hear him ; he measured in­ 
cessantly, with keen eyes, the distance in­ 
terposing between the running boy and 
the glittering of arms which he saw down 
there in the plain in the midst of the 
wheat fields, gilded hv the sun. 
And 
meanwhile he heart the whistling and the 
noise of the bullets in the rooms below, 
the imperious and angry cries of the offi­ 
cers and sergeants, the groans of the 
wounded, and the crashing of the furm- 


An officer came, out of breath, to say 
that the enemy, without ceasing their fire, 
were waving a white flag as a summons to 
surrender. 
“ Don’t answer!” he cried, without re­ 
moving his eyes from the bov, who was 
already in the plain, but who was no 
longer running, and who appeared to be 
dragging himself along with difficulty. 
“ But get on ! run !” said the Captain, 
grinding his teeth and clenching his fists ; 
“ kill yourself, die, scoundrel, but go o n !” 
Then a horrible oath burst from him. 
“A h ! the infamous coward, he has sat 
down !” 
In fact, the boy, whose head till 
now he had seen projecting aboveawheat- 
field, had disappeared, as if he had fallen. 
But in a moment, his head came into view 
again; finally he was lost behind the 
hedges, and the Captain saw him no mure. 
He then flew down stairs; it was raining 
bullets; the rooms were encumbered with 
the wounded, some of whom reeled about 
like drunken men, catching at the furni­ 
ture ; walLs and floors were spattered with 
blood ; corpses were lying across the doors ; 
the lieutenant’s arm had been broken by a 
ball; everything was in a whirl of smoke 
and dust. 
“ Courage!” yelled the Captain. “ Stick 
to your posts! 
Relief is coming! 
Cour­ 
age for a little while longer!” The Austri­ 
ans had drawn nearer yet, their contorted 
faces loomed through the smoke; above 
the rattle of the firing rose their savage 
cries, 
insulting, 
demanding surrender, 
threatening slaughter. 
Occasionally 
a 
soldier, terror-stricken, retreated from the 
window ; the Sergeant drove him back. 
But the defenders’ fire was slackening; 
their faces showed discouragement; it was 
impossible to prolong the resistance. 
Sud­ 
denly the firing of the Austrians slackened, 
and a thundering voice shouted, first in 
German, then in Italian : 
“ Surrender!” 
“ No !” howled the Captain from a win­ 
dow. 
And the firing began again steadier 
and fiercer on both sides. 
More soldiers 
fell. 
Already more than one window was 
without defenders. 
The fatal moment was 
close at hand. 
The Captain was mutter­ 
ing between his teeth in a broken voice, 
coming!

cried, following with his gaze 
bov.

coming!” and he ran furiously about, 
twisting his saber in his clenched hand, 
resolved to die, when a Sergeam, coming 
down from the garret, cried in a loud 
voice, “ They’re coming!” 
“ They’re coming!” 
the Captain re­ 
peated with a shout of joy. At this all 
shout, unhurt, wounded, Sergeants aud of­ 
ficers, rushed to the windows, and once 
more the resistance grew fierce. 
A few 
moments after, a sort of uncertainty and 
beginning of disorder were remarked in 
the enemy. 
Immediately, in great haste, 
the Captain formed a small company 
down stairs, with fixed bayonets, ready to 
make a sally. 
Then he Hew upstairs 
again. 
He had hardly got up there when 
they heard a heavy tread, accompanied by 
a formidable hurrah, and from the win­ 
dows they saw advancing through the 
smoke the two-cornered hats of the Italian 
carbineers, a squadron dashing along at 
full speed, and the flashing of sword-blades 
brandished in the air, descending on the 
heads, shoulders and backs of the enemy. 
Then the little troop rushed out of the 
door with lowered bayonets ; the enemy 
wavered, became 
disordered and 
took 
flight; the ground remained clear, the 
house was free, and a short time after the 
height was occupied by two battalions of 
infantry and two cannon. 
The Captain, with his remaining sol­ 
diers, rejoined his regiment, fought again, 
and was slightly wounded in the left hand 
by a glancing ball in the last bayonet 
charge. 
The day ended in victory for us. 
But the day after, the fight having be­ 
gun again, the Italians were overwhelmed, 
in spite of a brave ¡resistance, by the su­ 
perior numbers of the Austrians, and on 
the morning of the* 26th they were com­ 
pelled to retreat :»rrowfully toward the 
Mincio. 
The Captain, although wounded, marched 
on foot with his soldiers, who were tired 
and silent, and toward sunset reached 
Goito, on the Mituio, and immediately 
sought out his Lieutenant, who had been 
picked up, with a hdbken arm, by our am­ 
bulance, and who li d arrived there first.

JECT BY A AY03IAN.

A B r ie f L etter Self-C laim ing 
T h o u g h tfu l A tten tion . 


Eds. R ecord-U nion : A few weeks since 
an article appeared in your valuable paper 
from the pen of Rev. J. F. Yon Herrlich, 
Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Sacramento, 
entitled “ Immortality.” 
His text, taken 
from Job xiv., 14, reads: “ If a man die 
shall he live again 7” 
This question was asked by the sorrow- 
stricken patriarch of ancient days; well 
knowing that he should not live again 
upon this earth, his thoughts and hopes 
extended into the great beyond. 
Hear 
his expressions of. confidence and exulta­ 
tion : “ I know that my Redeemer liveth 
and that he shall stand at the latter day 
upon the earth ; whom I shall see for my­ 
self, and mine eyes shall behold and not 
another.” 
(Chapter xix, 25, 27.) 
Thus 
has he answered his own question: “ if a 
man die shall he live again?” 
That the whole human family shall 
have life in the great hereafter is fully es­ 
tablished by the sacred writers. 
And 
Christ himself hath told us that when he 
shall come the second time, “ All that are 
in their graves shall hear his voice and 
come forth ; they that have done good to 
the resurrection of life, and they that have 
done evil to the resurrection of damna­ 
tion.” 
Then will stand before their Judge two 
classes of beings opposite in their charac­ 
ter and in their destinies. 
To the right­ 
eous he will say : “ Come ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you;” and to the wicked: “ Depart from 
me ye workers of iniquity.” 
They stand 
self-convicted and ready to call on the 
rocks and the mountains to fall upon them 
and hide them from the face of their 
offended God. 
“ Depart from me,” is the 
stern command. 
But, whither can they go to escape His 
all-seeing eye? 
Whither? 
Is He not 
omnipresent ? 
I can conceive of no place 
in the universe where God is not. 
Is im­ 
mortality a boon then fur lost souls to 
covet ? 
True, while they were probation­ 
ers on the earth, “ our Savior never entered 
into any argument to prove the immortal­ 
ity of the soul.” 
Earthly potentates do 
not enter into an argument with their 
subjects to prove the justness of their 
claims, though sometimes well they might, 
for they are finite and erring like our­ 
selves. 
But why should an All-wise God? 
He gave them laws to govern their lives, 
and to those who would keep them the 
promise of great reward, while to those 
who would violate them the most terrible 
denunciations of his wrath. 
AVlio proclaimed to the world the prom­ 
ise and assurance of immortality? 
Who 
implanted within us as strong as life itself, 
and a part of our very make-up and nature, 
the belief of immortality ? 
Was it God? 
He said to Adam : “ In "the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die.” 
A las! was it not the arch deceiver who 
visited the Garden of Eden and said to our 
sinless mother, E ve: “ Thou shalt not 
surely d ie!” 
She believed this falsehood, 
and this belief has been transmitted to her 
posterity; and how faithfully they have 
clung to this delusion—the nineteenth 
century of the Christian Era bears testi­ 
mony. 
My reverend friend says: “ Man cannot 
d ie ; it is not death to lay aside this 
throbbing dust—to burst these bonds and 
soar aloft to heaven and God.” 
AYe can­ 
not accompany our dearest earthly friends 
beyond theirdeath-chamber. 
“ Tenderly” 
we may commit their remains into the 
bosom of mother-earth. 
But where is our 
friend? 
AYhither gone? 
He said to his 
disciples: “ Our friend Lazarus sleepeth ; 
hut I go that i may awake him out of 
sleep.” 
They said: “ Lord, if he sleep he 
shall do well.” 
But they understood him 
not. 
“ Then said Jesus unto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead.” 
He then went to Beth­ 
any, and to the tomb of Lazarus, and 
“ cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come 
forth.” 
Did our Savior bring the glori­ 
fied spirit of Lazarus from the abodes of 
Miss to reinhabit its former home? or did 
he wake him out of sleep as lie said he 
would? 
Unquestionably sleeping Laza­ 
rus represented the condition of ail the 
dead. 
This, in my mind, is of itself suffi­ 
cient proof of their unconscious state. 
1 will notice one more instance. 
AYlien 
Stephen, a devout man, and a worshiper 
of the Just One, sufiered martyrdom at the 
hands of the Jews, enemies of Jesus, “ he 
saw the glory of God, and Jesus standing 
on the right hand of God”—doubtless an 
earnest of his acceptance, and whither he 
should go. Then prayed he for his per­ 
secutors, saying: “ ixiril, lay not this sin 
to their charge,” and when lie hail said 
this he fell asleep. 
But for a moment only; sleep annihi­ 
lates time. 
AYlien Christ stands again 
upon the earth Lis voice, “ Come forth,” 
will be the rallying cry which all shall 
hear. 
Lazarus will 
awake the second 
time, and Stephen behold the glory of 
( kid. 
” Man dreams of a life and resurrec­ 
tion to follow the lowering of his mortal 
body beneath the sod of the grave-yard.” 
If man cannot die, as stated, his life can­ 
not he broken off or suspended. 
AVhen lie 
breathes his last on earth his spirit “ soars 
aloft to heaven and God” in advance of 
his body to the grave. 
But man need not thus dream ; no truth 
of the Bible is more plainly taught than 
that Christ came into the world and died 
to give life to all, else all must sleep the 
sleep that knows no waking. 
“ In the ma­ 
terial world there is no such a thing as 
destruction or annihilation.” 
Nature’s 
laws certainly do teach 11s the indestructi­ 
bility of matter. A house may be burned 
to the ground; lienee it is no longer a 
house ; the house is annihilated, the viate- 
tial of which it was comjiosed exists and 
has passed into other substances. 
“ Science tells us that force which makes 
nian a living soul is indestructible.” AA’hat 
is this force, and from whence does it 
come? 
AVe answer, from God himself. 
Then most certainly this force is inde­ 
structible. 
< iod made man a living soul, 
and his soul is not indestructible. 
To say 
that it cannot be annihilated Ls limiting 
the power of the All Mighty. 
If God can 
create a soul he surely can Mot it out of 
existence— “ For the wages of sin is death.” 
(Romans vi., 23.) 
Our Savior (John v., 
40) says: “ Ye will not come unto me that 
ye might have life.” 
This cannot mean 
temporal life, for all have learned that all 
must die. 
It plainly means, then, that 
they who reject Christ cannot have eter­ 
nal life. 
My friend, Mr. A'on Herrlich, uses the 
term immortality with much freedom, and 
strongly asserts that the spirit of man is 
immortal. This has led me to a more care­ 
ful research of God’s word, and to exam­ 
ine every text which speaks of immortal­ 
ity, or of those who are immortal. Of 
these in 1 Timothy i., 17, is the fol­ 
lowing : “ Now unto the King eternal, im­ 
mortal, invisible, the only wise < lod, be 
honor and glory forever and ever.” 
This 
certainly does not mean any one but the 
King eternal. 
I have carefully examined 
and find no other place in the Bible where 
the word immortal is used. 
W hat! not even one solitary text in the 
Bible where the term immortal is applied 
to man ? 
No, nut one. 
But judging from 
the teaching of it by nearly every minister 
in Christendom we would think it a very 
prominent doctrine of the Bible. 
1 will now refer for the term immortal­ 
ity and learn how that speaks of man. The 
first I find is in Romans ii., 7—beginning 
with the sixth verse: “ Who will render 
to every man according to his deeds; to 
them who by patient continuance in well 
doing, seek for glory aud honor and im­ 
mortality, eternal life.” 
This certainly 
. refers to man. and also speaks of immortal­ 
! ity, but refers to a certain time in the fu­ 
! ture, when God will bestow immortality 
upxm all who patiently continue in we!! 
• doing. 
This does not accord with the 
belief that man is already immortal. 
If 
he is, God cannot confer it upon him in 
the future, seeing that he already posses­ 
ses it. 


I find two verses in 1 Cor. xv., 53, 54, 
where immortality is s[ioken of. 
They 
i read : “ For this corruptible must put on 
incorruptible, and this mortal must put on 
immortality. 
So when this corruptible 
shall have put on ineorrnption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall lie brought to pass the saying, 
that is written, ‘Death Ls swallowed up 111 
victory.’ ” 
I find all through this chapter 
that Paul is proving the resurrection of 
the dead, and that those who have fallen 
asleep in Jesus shall then put on immor­ 
tality. 
In 1 Tim. vi., 15, 16, I read: 
“ AYhich in his times he shall show who 
is the blessed and only Potentate, the 
King of kings, and Lord of lords, who only 
hatb immortality; dwelling in the light 
which no man can approach unto ; whom 
no man hath seen, nor can see.” 
This re­ 
fers to God alone, and distinctly declares 
that He “ only hath immortality.” 
How, 
then, can mau set up any claim to possess­ 
ing the same thing? 
If he seeks for it, 
God has said, he will at last pm it on. 
There is only one more text where the 
word immortality is found, 2 Tim. i., 10, 
where it says; “ But Ls now made manifest 
by the appearing of our Savior Jesus 
Christ, who hath abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel." 
Does this mean that 
Jesus has brought to light through the 
gospel the fact that 1 am now immortal? 
or that immortality may lie obtained 
through a belief and obedience of the gos­ 
pel ? 
Clearly the latter, judging from the 
preceding texts. 
Until the present time 1 have believed 
that there was some ground upon which to 
build the doctrine of man's inherent im­ 
mortality. 
It is a doctrine so widespread, 
and so universally taught, both from the 
pulpit and the press, without sufficient ex­ 
amination, that I had about half-way be­ 
lieved it. 
It had seemed to grow up with 
me, or I with it. 
But evidently it does 
not rest upon the rock—Christ. 
Nor can 
it have even a foundation of sand. 
It 
must emanate alone from the human heart. 
A las! will the 
first 
falsehood ever 
breathed into the ears of man- “ Thou 
shalt not surely die”—be believed by man 
to the end of time? 
May God forbid, and 
lead “ the thinkers” to think.

PARIS LETTER. 


A L ittle G irl on Sparrow ». 
J was much interested in the English 
sparrow discussion in the Audubon Maga­ 
zine for February, and as we have a great 
many stiarrows here at Ivystone, I thought 
I would try to tell what we children have 
found out about them. 
AYe call our home 
Ivystone, because we have ivy growing on 
one side and one end of the house. 
This 
ivy Ls infested with English sparrows, and 
has been for years. 
It. is no wonder 
though, for they' have three or four broods 
in a season, and four or five young at a 
time. 
In Miss Lydia A'ery’s letter she said 
“ that the sparrows ate the caterpillars, 
anti that they seldom see one now,” but at 
our house it is very different. 
AYe have 
hundreds of sparrows and thousands of 
caterpillars every year, and last year we 
had more caterpillars than ever before. 
The jHirch had a great many on it all the 
time, and within ten feet of" the sparrows, 
but they don’t care a bit. 
After a while 
the caterpillars became so thick that my 
sister (who dislikes caterpillars exceed­ 
ingly) said she would gives us a cent for 
every twenty-five we killed, and a cousin of 
mine earned nearly §2 in a very short 
time and the rest of us considerable, 
though not as much. 
It was not from the 
lack of caterpillars, hut rather from the 
lack of perseverance. 
Moreover, we have 
never seen a sparrow with a worm in its 
bill, so that I fully agree with General 
Spinner, “ that the sparrow is a granivor- 
ous bird.” 
The sparrows do drive away 
our birds for since the sparrows have 
taken possession of our ivy, we have not 
had any wrensor bluebirds to build around 
the lawn, but they go out into the orchard 
where the sparrows do not molest them so 
much. 
In one case that I knew of, some 
wrens built in a box that had been made 
for them, but the sparrows drove them 
away. 
Perhaps the jtersons who arc not friends 
of the sjiarrow, and would like to get rid 
of him, can do it in this w ay: 
Make a 
dough of corn meal, and feed it to them 
until they are used to it, and then put in 
sugar of lead; one ounce to a quart of 
dough. 
After the birds have eaten it, 
they will fly away and never come back, 
or, if they do you might put out some 
more poison, and that will most likelv 
send them away forever.— Cor. Forest and 
Stream.

THE GRAND MUSEUMS OF THE 
LOUVRE. 


T he l ’a n tb c o u an d 
Its I llu s tr io u s 
D ea d —C athedral o f N otre D am e 
—P a la c e o f J u stic e —Etc. 


(Special Correspondence of the Recorp-T'sion. | 
P a r is , March 21, 1888. 
After a brief stay in England and a 
trip across the channel we are in France. 
The landscape is everywhere beautiful, 
and a visit to France impresses one of its 
grandeur and beauty. 
It contains two 
and a half million population, and is the 
most cosmopolitan city in the world. 
Of 
its residents only 30 per cent, are native of 
the city. 
The remainder are principally 
Belgians and Germans, the English and 
Americans only numbering 15 per cent. 
Paris covers an area of twenty-eight 
and 
a 
half 
square 
miles, 
di­ 
vided 
into 
twenty 
wards, 
with 
a 
Mayor to each. 
But the authority and 
position usually given to Mayors in Amer­ 
ica are vested in the i’refect of the Seine, 
who represents the Government. 
Archi­ 
tecturally, Paris is most attractive, beauti­ 
fied by several large parks and forty 
squares, charmingly arranged and orna­ 
mented. 
The boulevards of Paris (formerly the 
bulwarks), a name applied to four promi­ 
nent streets of the city ,conveniently ’n- 
tcuecting all outers, are the most haml- 
some in the world. 
They are from Off to 
Its> feet wide, aud are constantly crowded 
witii pedestrians upon 
the walks and 
baro : lies on the highway. 
THK LOUVRE. 
But the great attraction of Paris is the 
Louvre. 
It requires nearly two hours to 
walk through it with easy pace, and a 
week to study its collections carefully. 
It 
contains the Egyptian, Assyrian and the 
Greeiau Museums. 
It is a collection of 
what I shall denominate the sum total of 
antiquity, and presents paintings, sculp­ 
tures, needle-wrought tapestry, the me­ 
chanical arts, and both literature and sci­ 
ence, cabinets of coins, paper money, and 
orders of exchequer. 
It shows a room of 
wooden furniture, from an ottoman to a 
divan, and from a commode to a bedstead, 
and to a secretary. 
The artificers ernp- 
ployed every cunning of their craft to 
appease the jealous pride of competing 
customers. 
The engraving in wood repre­ 
sent things on earth, in sky, under earth. 
Every figure that came to their notice was 
copied and produced on wood. 
Nome of 
the designs are very pretty, and will be 
copied later by modern engravers, while 
others are the product of licentiousness, 
and were in demand by a dissolute class, 
minus of virtue, and polluted with all 
manner of vice. 
It must be borne in mind 
that many of these designs date back 
nearly four thousand years. 
THE WORK IN BRONZE 
And in gold exceeds all others. 
The mol­ 
ten work gives evidence that the art of 
casting in this age is still in its infancy— 
what will it be when perfection is reached ? 
The beaten filigree, and the hand-wrought 
specimens 
represent 
flowers, 
leaves, 
vines and fruit; also, beasts, birds, fishes 
and insects, besides designs of men and 
angels. 
There are shown curves and 
angles varying in every relation and still 
harmonizing all variances. 
The skill dis­ 
played in jewelry is astonishing. 
1 looked 
anxiously to find the utensils of their cun­ 
ning art.-, but none arc found that indicate 
superior machinery. 
They took weeks 
and years to accomplish what, in many 
instances, we do without delay. 
The most 
difficult 
construction 
noticed was the 
mosaic work varigated with precious stones 
and shells so neatly cut by the ancient 
lapidary, and so closely fitted that the be­ 
holder would pronounce it an enameled 
painting. The sculptures, also, are with 
few exceptions, representations of life. 
The criticisms overheard were often better 
calculated to exhibit the stupidity of the 
visitor than the taste of the artist. 
( iold and precious stones must have been 
abundant, and the art that made them so 
rieli as to make them rare, one of the 
marvels of that artistic age. 
There were 
HOLDEN CHARIOTS, 
And gold mounted harness. 
Implements 
of war were inlaid with gold, and golden 
panoplies “et with the costliest jewels. 
Solid gold composed the 
furniture of 
royal palaces, and gold-threaded counter­ 
panes spread over their ophir beiK Their 
temples were plated with the glittering 
ore, while urns and vases and toilet sets 
were coated with it, and the wardrobes of 
both men and women draped with gold- 
woven fabrics, and adorned with ehenile 
and seton insertion. 
There are also to lie seen woolen and 
silk garments of Tyrean colors and courtly 
styles. 
The toys of kings and queens, and 
the play-trinkets of princes and princesses 
are to he found here. 
Cooking utensils, 
table-ware and cutlery, and in short, every 
article,both of commodity and of necessity, 
have been found and put on gratuitous ex­ 
hibition, to be viewed by the generations 
following. 
As one stands here he becomes 
imbued with the influence of three ages. 
The (last, with its momenteous weight of 
antiquity; the present, with its irresistible 
force of application ; and the future, with 
the stupenduous sway of those moral and 
civil energies, whose ultimatum will con­ 
súmate the millennium. 
OTHER POINTS OF INTEREST. 
Paris is a city of palaces. 
The ancient 
buildings are not all marble and granite, 
but since 1870 and 1871 marble is used on 
all principal streets, and every additional 
edifice is constructed with the view of be­ 
ing adapted to the rapidly increasing com­ 
merce of the city. 
Every style ol archi­ 
tecture was adopted in the earlier centuries 
—Roman, Corinthian, Assyrian, Egyptian, 
Grecian, and later Mediawal; but I saw 
numerous modern structures. 
The nine­ 
teenth century has 
revolutionized the 
world, and taught it the lesson that, “The 
abundance of a man consisteth not in the 
things which he possesseth.” 
Money is being invested so as to refund 
itself hv reason of use, and be ready to lie 
used again. 
A palace is of no more value 
to a city, when once occupied by the elite 
who squander life in luxury, than a mere 
hut, nor as much as the humblest cot, 
whose inmates are virtuous and indus­ 
trious. 
But many of these grand abodes 
are occupied by good people, who are 
fatigued with empty ritualism, and are 
exerting their influence, with others, to 
put Paris into a more humble path of life, 
and not let presumptuous sins have do­ 
minion over her. 
THE PANTHEON. 
AA’e have only space to glance at one or 
two tombs. 
The Pantheon was erected in 
1790, and designed as a church, and was 
dedicated to Ste. Genevieve; but in 1791 
was converted into a memorial temple and 
named the “ Pantheon.” Since then it was 
several times alternately used asa church, 
until 1885, when A'ictor Hugo’s obsequies 
localized its use anil made it a tomli in a 
truer sense than before. 
It is 370 feet 
long, 276 wide and surmounted by a dome 
272 feet in hight. 
In it are the sculptures 
of Malesherbes, Mirabeau, Monge, Fenelon, 
Manuel, 
Laplace, 
Carnot, 
Berthollet, 
Curvier, Lafayette, Voltaire, Rousseau, 
Bichat, and among them a group of French 
soldiers, with Bonaparte in their com­ 
pany. 
J. 
J. Rousseau 
and 
A'oltaire 
are 
entombed 
there. 
The 
wicked 
and the good lie together here, and the 
church and state embalm them all. 
La­ 
grange, the noted mathematician, Bou­ 
gainville, the circumnavigator, and Mar­ 
shal Cannes lie buried m this temple, 
whose name is sacreligious, aud some of 
whose sleeping inmates were the apostles 
that indorsed and defended the inscription 
over 
the 
entrance 
to 
their burying 
ground, 
viz: 
“ Death 
is 
an eternal 
sleep.” 
The tomb, L e. the Pantheon, is 
a copy in ¡rart of the one at Rome. 
Its 
walls and ceiling are covered with paint­ 
ings representing Bible history. 
In some 
of these pictures one must have an India- 
rubber ideal to be able to extend it across 
the canvas. 
THE TOMB OF NAPOLEON 
I* indeed a temple of glory. 
It was con­ 


structed by A'isconti. 
The writer stood 
nnder the magnificent dome, rising 160 feet 
above the crypt, which is an open circle of 
20 feet deep and 36 feet in diameter, 
composed 
of 
polished 
granite 
and 
marble 
reliefs. 
Sixty 
flags 
sur­ 
round 
the 
sarcophagus. 
They 
are 
not 
dress-parade emblems of 
France. 
Faded, torn, and blood-adorned, as the 
Imperial Guard of the dead hero proudly 
named them. 
On the pavement all read 
the names of the battles where they 
waved in the very teeth of the foe. 
The 
sarcophagus is thirteen feet long, six and 
a half wide, and fourteen and a half high. 
It is a single Mock, of reddish-brown 
granite,brought from Finland atanexpense 
of 140,000 francs, and weighs 07 tons. 
Twelve apartments above the crypt con­ 
tain the twelve afwstles, by Jouvenet. The 
famous composition by Delafosse, of St. 
Louis offering to Christ the sword with 
which he van pushed the foes of Christian­ 
ity, is a master-piece of art, but an insult 
to Him who vanquished his enmies by , 
love, and ever taught that it “ worketh no 
ill to his neighbor.” 
Near the Emperor 
lie his two faithful friends, Iffuroe and 
Betrand. 
The tomb contains the monu­ 
ments and sareophages of Vauban and ¡ 
Turenue. 
Here lie also Jerome Bonaparte, : 
onec King of AVes'.phalia; and Joseph 
Bonaparte, once King of Spain. 
Above j 
the entrance of 


the rhyme was made, familiar to every j 
child in the land : 
“ London bridge is broken down.

THE CATHEDRAL OF NOTRE DAME 
AA’as founded 725 years ago on the site of 
a church of the fourth century. 
The 
building has been badly used by the revo­ 
lutionists, and has been altered several 
times. 
In 1845 it was fully restored, and 
is now considerad one of the finest, if not 
superlatively, the finest edifice in the city. 
11 is 417 feet long and 156 feet wide, and 
from floor to the vaultings, 110 feet. 
The 
tower is 223 feet high. 
From it, with a 
good glass, can be seen the extent and 
magnificent and imposing edifices that 
stand on the winding banks of the Seine. 
Some of these connect the hLstorv of an­ 
cient with modern times, and seem to 
make all tenses to become one—all ex­ 
pressed in one word—now ! 
The sculptures, paintings and architect­ 
ural construction would require pages to 
describe. 
The facade has been the pat­ 
era of scores of cathedrals elsewhere ever 
since its erection in the thiiteenlh century. 
AA’alk with me a few minutes, reader, 
while I call your attention to this colossal 
marble design. 
See what vertical sections 
and buttresses, one story resting u]x>n an ■ 
other; see the receding portals with their 
sculptures of Gothic workmanship; and 
there is the gallery, with two angels with 
flaming torches, one on either side of the 
statue of the A'irgin ; and there to the left 
figures of Adam and Eve. 
These a ie ’noth 
massive and slender columns crowned with 
open trefoil. 
The frescoed nave, the 
triforum, the clerestory, the various por­ 
tals and the ancient-stained windows, seen 
from this mosaic ambulatory, with the 
sanctuary and wood-carved pulpit, and 
surrounding balustrade mounted and sur­ 
mounted with figures of animals of mon­ 
strous mien, and crowded with statues of 
Ropes, Kings and noblemen, give you 
some conception of the Notre Dame. 
1 
was there in Lent. 
The priests were hold­ 
ing mass. 
The great organ, with its 
2,540 pipes and 86 stops, was interlarding 
the ehants of above twenty clergymen and 
their assistants. 
The smoking censer was 
oscillating under the consecrated campani- 
form, and the chalice, uplifted in the 
hands of the Archbishop, was ready to be 
drained by him of every drop of what our 
Lord set apart to be sipped by all. 
The 
worshipers were kneeling—some in the 
sanctuary, others in the transept, and some 
before shrines and altars, and even tombs 
of dead saints, craving their intercession 
for them, and at the close casting their 
contributions into the boxes before, placed 
between them and the altar. 
I’ages were 
conducting visitors through the temple, 
and were using their wits to induce them 
to pay for detours and see the wonderful 
sights of which the church was sole custo­ 
dian. 
The only deference to be shown the 
place is to remove the hat, and not to step 
iietwecn the officiating priest and the altar. 
THE PALACE OF JUSTICE 
Is divided into a sufficient number of cobi- 
partments to allow a Court to be held for 
each respective character of crime, such as 
petit larceny, grand larceny, civil or polit- 
cal crimes, etc. 
The hall of “ lost foot­ 
steps” is a place of momentous significa­ 
tion. 
The 
attorneys are permitted to 
walk to and fro here with their clients and 
talk the case over. 
It might be called the 
“ hall of sighs.” 
The prisoner comes to it 
from his cell, and goes from it to his pun­ 
ishment. 
How limited his liberty ! 
How 
sad his unhappy lot! 
The tower of Eifel, in process of erec­ 
tion, will be 1,000 feet high. 
Au eating- 
roorn on the top will be readied by two 
alternating elevators. 
The tower and nu­ 
merous buildings are being constructed 
with the view of the exhibition of 1889.

THE STATE MEDALS, 


A n d O tlic r M a t te r s o f I n t e r e s t to M ilit a r y 


M e n . 
After the battalion drill n est Wednesday 
evening, the medals won by the men o f 
the First Artillery, at the annual target 
practice last September, w ill be distributed 
publicly in order to reward as m uch as 
possible those who endeavor to became 
good shots, and to induce all to take an in­ 
terest in this the first duty o f a soldier 
Company G’s score, with tb e Sharp’s rifle, 
has been allowed by General Orton, who 
publishes the following paragraph in Gen­ 
eral Orders, in reference th ereto: 
" Paragraph IV., of General Orders, No. 
87, series of 1S37, is hereby revoked, and 
the score of Company G, First Artillery, 
made with Sharp’s m ilitary rifie, is ad­ 
mitted. 
This revocalion is made without 
any solicitation or knowledge on the part 
of any member of Uiat com pany, regiment 
or brigade. W hen that order was issued it 
was understood arid believed by this office 
tba! t ie rules of the National Hifle Associa­ 
tion forbade the use of any rifle in a State 
m atch net is-ued by the State, but a care­ 
ful examination, c f such, rules, on fiie in 
this office, does not show any such prohi­ 
bition, nor is there any contained in the 
regulations governing the National Gttard, 
nor in the order for the annual target prac­ 
tice. The company is deserving of credit 
for the manner in w hich it has complied 
with that order, in sending in a blank re­ 
port, of target, practice; the report from 
which the figures and names published 
herein are bitten, having been sent in sub- 
seq ien lly, «Krecí, by rcqueM from this office.” 
The use of the Sharp's rifle w ill be pro­ 
hibited hereafter. 
The F i st Artillery Regim ent gets its 
share of the medals, winning the gold 
medal, which is given to the champion 
shot of tfee National Guard—J. L. Hughes 
of the non-commissioned staff, score 47— 
and five of the gold bars, there being only 
ten won in the entire State force. 
These 
constitute the first-class or sharp-shooters, 
wüo must make at least 90 per cent. 
The 
w inner3 in this class from here are as follow : 
Lieutenant A. J. Plant, score 46; Lieuten­ 
ant John Miller, score 46; Private A. Mc- 
llille n , Company G, score 48; Private J. D. 
Laing, Company 
, score 45; Colonel J. W. 
Guthrie, score 45. 
These scores are out of a possible 50. 
The second class are called riflemen, 
who must make 80 per cent., and less than 
90, and the prize is a silver bar. The regi­ 
ment gets 17 of these, as follows: Company 
G 15. Company 11 1, and Company C, 
Nevada City, 1. 
The third class are the marksmen, who 
make not less than 50 per cent, and less 
than 80. 
The prize is a bronze bar. The 
regiment gets 91 of these. General Orton 
had to content him self with one of the 
bronze medals, and Perrie Kewen got one 
also, with a score of 38. The Brigade staff- 
officers did not shoot in September, but 
intend to ¡traclice at the butts this season. 
They meet at headquarters this evening 
for drill and to assign certain days tor tar­ 
get practice. The field snd staff officets are 
expected to meet the brigade officers this 
evening, and General Orton and Colonel 
Kewen wilt also be present. 
The Adjutant-General has reserved a few 
of the new rifles for the use of the Brigade 
staff. 
Lieutenant Mott, of Company G, 
made 43 points at the September shoot, but 
owing to som e one’s error his score was 
not sent in with the returns, and he is 
m inus a silver medal. 
Company A is re­ 
ported “ boom ing.” 
Severel new m em ­ 
bers were sworn in this week, and 34 men 
attended drill. 
Several of the companies are delinquent 
with their m onth’s report. It is singular 
that commanders will not send them in on 
tim e, when it is so little trouble. 
Captain W iseman, the Regimental Ad­ 
jutant, has finished his roster of men and 
officers, and it is a handsome piece of work 
—not a blot in it. 
Rev. John F. Von Herrlich has been ap- 
jioiiited Regimental Chaplain. Corporal 
J. McCasliu, Company A, has been reduced 
to the ranks for non-attendance at drills. 
The non-commissioned officers will be ex­ 
am ined on the second Tuesday of each 
month. 
Captain M. J. Dillm an has been 
exam ining into the financial condition of 
the city companies, and reports three of 
them badly in arrears for rent. 
This rent 
bill should be the first m oney paid out of 
the quarterly allowance, since the Trustees 
have to pay armorer, gas, water, repairs 
and interest on the debt. Company A 
owes $810, Companv B $650, Company K 
$.550, and Company G owes nothing. 
The band uniforms have been completed 
and are ready to be called lor. 


LAND OF T11E PHARAOHS. 


Interesting Lector» by Rev. A. C. Her­ 
rick—“ Kgypt, 01*1 and New.” 
Rev. A. C. Herrick, pastor of Calvary 
Baptist Church, has traveled extensively in 
Kurope, Asia and Airica, and during the 
past two years has delivered many interest­ 
ing lectures descriptive of those Oriental 
countries. 
Last evening he lectured in the 
A . M. E. Church, on “ Egypt, the Old and 
the N ew .” H is lecture was illustrated with 
views thrown upon a ten-foot screen by a 
powerful slereopticon. 
Mr. Herrick is a 
pleasing lecturer, gets over the ground rap­ 
idly, and the great number of views never 
fails to interest. 
The most interesting portion of his lec­ 
ture last evening was ¿is description of a 
discovery ol mum m ies, which was made 
in 18MI. 
The Egyptologists heard of some 
wonderful discoveries made in the upper 
part of Egypt. They ini mediately char­ 
tered a steamer and ascended the Nile to 
the neighborhood of Thebes. The natives 
were very reticent, they would tell nothing 
regarding the discoveries, would not locate 
them ; in fact, were apparently jealous of 
their visitors, and did all they could to has­ 
ten their departure. The party was clothed 
with authority from the Khedive to push 
their investigations and as a last resort they 
arrested and imprisoned one ot the natives 
The latter was one of four brothers. One 
of them, in order to secure the release of 
his brother after the latter had been im ­ 
prisoned sotue weeks, revealed the secret. 
These Egyptian scnolars, following their 
native guide, ascend d from the valley of 
the Nile to a plateau among the mountains. 
Here was shown them an opening in the 
earth som e seven feet square. They de­ 
scended this shaft som e thirty feet and fol­ 
lowed thence through a tunnel fur a dis­ 
tance of 200 feet. 
At the end of this cor­ 
ridor, which was made of excellent ma­ 
sonry, another branched off at right angles. 
Following ihe latter for 100 feet they came 
to a large room in which thev found thirty- 
five royal m ummies. 
These Egyptian scholars who had charge 
of the museum could read and readily 
understand the hieroglyphics with which 
the m um m ies were marked. 
One of the 
party, on discovering that the m um m ies 
were o f the Golden Era, of the time of 
Moses, jumped up and down for joy. 
They im m ediately came out, secured a 
large foroe from the steamer, and before the 
natives were aware o f what they were do­ 
ing. they had the m um m ies on board the 
vessel and were steaming down the Nile. 
They were taken to the museum, and after 
having been studied for five years they were 
unrolled. They then stood in the presence 
o f the most remarkable m en o f the Golden 
Era. 
There was the father of the maiden 
who discovered Moses. There was Pharaoh 
of the time of Moses, the Pharaoh who per­ 
secuted the children of Israel in Egypt. 
For 3,500 years they had laid hidden in 
the earth, and when the last bandage was 
taken from them they «food forth, their 
features discernible, their hair, whiskers 
and eyebrows perfect. 
In a moment ufter 
the last bandage was removed they were 
must excellently photographed, and they 
were made to stand forth life s.ze before 
the audience last evening by the aid of the 
stereopticon.

How Much W ool Do We Grow? 
IN ¡it ¿or: at Stockm an and Farm er. | 
It will lie remembered that the Govern­ 
ment estimate of the wool clip of 1887 was 
285,000,000 j «uncís, w hile that of James 
Lynch of New York, for the same time 
was 325,000,000 pounds. 
For 1887 the 
Government figure was 265,000,000 pounds 
— a falling off'of 20,000,000 pounds—while 
Mr. Lynch’s estim ate for 1887, just out, is 
333,500,000—an increase of above 8,500,­ 
000 pounds. 
T his difference is, to sav the 
least of it, singular— and what does it 
mean ? 
W e have not yet seen Mr. Lynch’s 
figures in detail, and do not know to what 
section of country he credits his great in­ 
crease. 
Everyone knows that there is 
great lack of thoroughness in the work of 
the Government in collecting its figures 
concerning sheep ; y et the general result 
arrived at corresponds so well with the re­ 
sults of observation that there are good 
grounds for believing them to be approxi­ 
m ately correct. 
In all this Ohio valley 
country, for instance, it can hardly be dis­ 
puted that the quantity of wool produced 
is falling off from year to year. 
There are two points favorable to the 
correctness of Mr. Lynch’s annual reports. 
One is that they are prepared after the 
clip lias been taken and most of it sold, 
when the facilities for getting at the truth 
ought to be better than in any estim ate 
made in advance of shearing. 
T he other 
is that the bad wool markets and reiirn of 
low prices are more in keeping with the 
idea of large and increasing clips than of 
reduced ones. 
Attending circumstances 
threw just enough of plausibility into his 
figures as to piare the whole subject in a 
good deal of doubt. 
\ \ c allude to this discrepancy in figures 
to enforce a point which we have made be­ 
fore— that tiie Department of Agriculture 
should possess such facilities forgathering 
figures as would make the results of it- 
investigations authority to be accepted 
without question. 
This is clearly feasible, 
and we hold that the farmers of the great­ 
est agricultural country of the world are 
entitled to know the accessible facts of the 
production and consumption of agricult­ 
ural products. 
N othing is more needed 
than this knowledge in equipping Ameri­ 
can farmers for the most successful prose­ 
cution of their business.

final ruin. Gambling, too, with all its con­ 
sequent evils, is greatly on the increase. 
“There is scarce a district in the metrop­ 
olis in which gambling clubs do not exist. 
From Hampstead to (Jhaniberwell, from 
Bavswater to C'lerkenwell. in side streets 
and main thoroughfares, it is not too much 
to say that wherever you may be standing 
yon are not more than five or ten minutes 
walk from a gambling house. 
In these 
dens, and by them, thousands of men 
reduce themselves, and, what is more, 
those dependent on them, to various de­
